Before the innovation of radiophone 
broadcasting the commercial spark sta- 
tions were recognized by peculiarities 
of the spark’s pitch or tone.

The voice 
of WJZ’s announcer and the true dupli- 
cation of Arlington time signals from 
the master clock in the Naval Observa- 
tory, Washington, are characteristics of 
the Radio Corporation-Westingh»use 
station at Newark. When WWJ, Detroit, 
signs off the exact time is given. A 
voice with Canadian French accent tells 
the listener the instruments are in tune 
with the wave length of Montreal. Span- 
ish dialect indicates the waves of PWX, 
Havana, are operating the detector. It 
will not be long now before the voice of 
an Englishman will travel through the 
ether over the Atlantic and without 
hearing the call letters the world will 
know it is in tune with London. 

Undoubtedly as radio broadcasting de- 
velops each station will adopt some 
characteristic feature to identify it at 
the beginning and end of the program. 
The sound of a bell, gong, chimes or 
whistle, or the strains of a musical se- 
lectioh particularly fitted to emphasize 
the location of the transmitter, will help 
to distinguish the stations when inter- 
ference makes it difficult to clearly hear 
the call letters. 


Radio in Brazil. 

Reports show that radio is rapidly de- 
veloping in South American countries. 
Brazil has a powerful broadcasting sta- 
tion in Rio de Janeiro and the in- 
habitants are enthusiastically adopting 
the new form of entertainment. The 
mountainous background of Rio de 
Janeiro, and particularly the crest of 
Corcovado, an almost. perpendicular 
mountain, with its summit 2,000 feet 
above sea level, holds aloft the radio 
towers... Two 125-foot masts have been 
erected on the verge of the precipice, on 
which are stretched a 153-foot six-wire 
antenna, between two twenty-six-foot 
spreaders. A single wire antenna for re- 
ceiving messagés is stretched from the 
top of the mountain to the operating 
room 125 feet below. The call letters 
of the station are SPC. 

The Rio de Janeiro Opera House has 
been equipped with a microphone, con- 
nected by special lines- and amplifiers 
with the radio broadcasting apparatus 
on the mountain top. Both afternoon 
and evening programs are broadcast. 
The 2,000-foot ascent, or five-mile climb 
by cog-wheel railway, requires thirty 





minutes, and a final climb of 125 feet

Amateur Operators. 


Canada. has 1,800 licensed amateur 
radio transmitting stations and fifty 
licensed ‘broadcasting and commercial 
stations. Every owner of a radio set in 
Canada is required to have a license. 
The rate for a receiving station is $1 
a year and licenses are obtained through 
the Post Offices. 

In order to check the wave Seniatioe of 
transmitting stations radio inspectors 
are being appointed in every city with a 
population in excess of 15,000. Twenty- 
five of these radio policemen, most of 
them ex-service men, already have been 
appointed, to see that amateur transmit- 
ters comply with the new regulations 
which forbid amateur; dots and dashes 
or voices in the air from 7:30 to 10 
P. M., the hours reserved for broad- 
casting stations. ; 

Amateur transmitters in the United 
States number about 17,000 and there 
are no hours stipulated when these sta- 
tions cannot send messages. In many 
instances. the amateur gets aboye the 
allotted wave length and causes ‘inter- 
ference for those trying to hear the 
concerts.’ One listener states: “ The 
amateur is very much in the position of 
a small boy entering a fine opera house 
during a performance and suddenly 
blowing a trumpet violently.’ 

Many persons believe that the amateur 
should be heavily restricted by legisla- 
tion, but it must be remembered that 
because of the liberal rights granted by 
the United States Government to the 
amateur there was a host of self- 
trained amateurs in this country, second 
to none in the world, ready to enter the 
army and navy as wireless operators 
when the war broke. Great Britain had 
placed restrictions on her wireless 
amateurs and the result was a great 
shortage of operators in war time. A 
few Marconi operators had to handle 
the serivce until others could be trained. 
Regulations in the United States have 
been such that encouragement has been 
given to the amateur to experiment. 
The result has been that many improve- 
ments have come from amateurs experi- 
menting in the attics of their homes.

The two most striking phenomena. of 
last week’s markets, the great. activity 
in stocks and the rapid advance in 
price of cotton, were emphasized at the 
week-end. In Volume of business yes- 
terday’s stock market overtopped the 
very large business of the third Satur- 
day in February and reached the high- 
est total of any Saturday sincé June 3. 
‘With most.of the industrial shares this 
active business reflected the double 
Process of new buying and of heavy 
realizing sales on account of the-week’s 
professional operators for the rise. .The 
result was that, although many of these 
stocks advanced further in the early 
trading, net declines were more numer- 
ous at the end than net advances. 

On the other hand, most of the rail- 
way shares moved strongly upward and 
closed around the day’s best prices. 
How far the advance in this group was 
Spontaneous and how far a result of 
manoeuvres to hold the genef'al marset 
while “taking profits” in the indus- 
trials, it might perhaps be difficult to 
Bay. The inactivity and hesitancy of 
the railway shares, at a time when the 
rest of the market was advancing, may 
have resulted: from doubt over the 
achievement of really satisfactory net 
earnings even from the present full 
traffic, or it may have resulted from 
vague fear of hostile legislation. If 
the first was the main hindrance to 
any real improvement of prices, events 
must still be awaited to prove the facts. 
If dread of proposals by the Brook- 
harts and Cappers wes the cause, then 
at any rate Congress will not be in 
session again until next December. 

The foreign exchange market did not 
shake off its recent lethargy; sterling, 
the Italian lira and the German mark 
ended unchanged from Friday and vir- 
tually at the previows week's closing 
prices. The franc was higher; it did not 
reach the best figure of the week, but it 
showed signs of good support. Spot cot- 
ton touched 30.90 cents a pound. It was 
only last Tuesday \that 4t first crossed 
30 cents. 

The London BEconomist’s average of 
commodity prices as of March 1 has the 
particular interest which all such aver- 
ages possess in this period of rising. 
markets for the great staple products. 
The English average is shown to have 
risen nearly 2 per.cent. during February, 
making a total recovery of not quite 4 
per cent. since the low level of 
the after-war deflation was reached 
last March. This on its face would still 
seem to indicate, as has been urged in 
some discussions of the rise in sterling, 
that British prices aré lower than our 


own; for the American average a month 
ego stood 16% per cent. above the low 
point of the recent reaction. But British 
prices had a much larger scope of war 
inflation to correct than ours. With all 
the recent reduction The Economist's 
March .avérage is 71% pér cent. above 
that of Aug. 1, 1914. The latest Ameri- 
can average was only 54% per cent. 
above that date.

AT is character? Surely 
it is difficult to define. 
Some one has called it *‘ a 


plexus of motor habits.” 

“The sum of instinct and 
habit,” another has said. “ Charac- 
ter is what a man does and tends 
to do,”’ is a third conception. These 
are psychological rather than moral- 
istic views, lacking perhaps in em- 
phasis on the ‘inhibitory element in 
character, though realty imptying it. 
They would apply equally well to 
personality, and, indeed, many psy- 
chologists—by no means all—use the 
terms “ character ’"’ and “‘ personal- 
ity *’ interchangeably. The English 
psycho-philosopher, Hugh Elliot, fre- 
quently does this in his book on 
*“‘ Human Character,” a fine, sug- 
gestive, jargoniess study in human 
behavior—a book which in many 
ways reminds one a good deal of 
William James’s popular lectures. 

Character and .behavior, as Ellict 
treats them, are. merely aspects of 
human nature, or rather develop- 
ments of human nature under the 
influence of life and experience, and 
human nature is what it is, with- 
out ethical quality in itself.» Chil- 
dren and men behave even when 
they are not, in the popular sense, 
behaving at all; they are behaving 
organisms, individuals‘in a state of 
behavior. Elliot follows this psycho- 
logical usage, but at the same time 
lets the idea of individually and so- 
cially right Gonduct prevail siffi- 
ciently in his pages to give his title 
justification from both the scientific 
and the popular viewpoint. That is 
the peculiar merit of his book—his 
language throughout and his treat- 
ment of material harmonize the two 
different approaches.

E blockade in various forms 

has played a great -part in 

modern history and may play 

a greater one in the not dis- 

tant future. It is before the 

world now for practical consideration 

and test asa substitute for some- 

‘ thing even worse—war with all its 

multiplied evils in addition to the 

blockade itself. _ Article XVI. of the 

covenant of the League of Nations 

provides that when a member of the 

~ League commits an act of war all 
the other members 

undertake immediately to subject 
it to the severance of all trade or 

financial relations, the prohibition 
of all intercourse between their na- 
tionals and the nationals of the 
covenant-breaking State, and the 
prevention of all financial, com- 
mercial, or personal intercourse 

between the nationals of the cove- 
nant-breaking State and the na- 
tionals of any other State, whether 

a member of the League of not. 

Thus Dr. Heckscher’s book on 
** The Continental System '” is par- 
ticulerly apropos as dealing with 
Napo'eon’s economic strangulation 
movement which marked the opening 
of the nineteenth century, just as 
the World War blockades marked 
the opening of the twentieth cen- 
tury. The author is Professor of 
Political Economy at the University 
College of Commerce in Stockholm. 
Dr. Westergaard, who edited the 
book, is Professor of Political 
Science in the University of Copen- 
hagen. 

Issued as one of the publications 
of the Carnegie Endowment for In- 
ternational Peace, it may be assumed 
te point a moral, and it does so. 
The moral, in brief, is that block- 
ades have often been ineffective in 
the past, but that on account of 
rapid political and economic changes 
in the last century they are very 
likely to be highly effective in the 
future—a condition of deep signifi- 
canee to the world. 

The book, however, ts far from a 
preachment. It is a serious and 
thorough scientific study of the op- 
erations of the far-reaching system 
of economic reprisal against Great 
Britain set up by the Berlin and 
Milan decrees, and of the counter- 
steps taken by the stubborn foe at 
whom Napoleon huried his shafts 
with the gestures of a Jove. There 
is a comparison, in the concluding 
pages, with the blockade against 
Germuny and her war associates in 
1914-18, but this is more in gener- 
ality than in detail, perhaps because 
the author felt that he was too close 
to the subject of the last blockade 
to write of it with that detachment 
of personal view and fullness of doc- 
umentary references which he evi- 
dently sought in his consideration 
of events more than a _ hundred 
years ago. 

Professor Heckscher apologizes in 
in preface because he gives only a 
brief outline of American policy with 
regard to the Continental System, 
his work having been prepared in 
the first place without bearing 
American readers especially in mind. 
He gives, however, a good birdseye 
view of the- involvement of the 
United States in the network of Eu- 
rope's troubles at the time, and it is 
ample enough to raise'some pointed 
questions in the mind of the observ- 
ant reader on this side of the At- 
lantic. Can we keep out of another 
European war in which the blockade 
is used? If we strive urgently to hold 
aloof at first, and become drawn in 
later by irresistible forces, what sac- 
rifices must we endure? "- 

No man sought peace more than 

for his whole policy as 


reduction of naval and military ex- 
penditures and a striving for an al- 
most Arcadian simplicity of dornestic 
policy. Yet though the acts of his 
Administration in its repeated en- 
deavors to avoid being enmeshed in 
the European commercial war struck 
u devastating blow at the commerce 
of the country, and New England 
poured forth a torrent of protest, no 
escape from taking up arms was 
found. Under his successor, Madi- 
son, the infant United States plunged 
full tilt at the strongest foe in sight. 

More than a century later, Wil- 
son’s policy of notes of protest 
proved to be just as ineffective in the 
long run as Jefferson’s Embargo and 
Non-Intercourse act. Jt was a 


blockade—the Kaiser’s project of 
starving England by means of Amer- 
ican-invented submarines turned to 
German uses—which was the imme- 
diate’ cause-of Wilson's delivery of 
his war message to Congress. 
Americans as a people have al- 
ways been sensitive about their sea 
rights since the time when they 
overthrew the piratical Barbary 
powers. Therefore, if blockades are 
becoming more effective we are in 
more danger of being involved than 
we -were under Jefferson, for the 
of a heavy loss to our trade 
and hence of a direct clash with the 
restrictive power are heightened. 

Profeaszoy Heckscher’s carefully 
framed presentation shows how full 
of loopholes was the Continental 
System on the one hand and Great 
Britain’s program of maritime meas- 
ures on the other hand. Napoleon 
could issue decrees, but forces even 
greater than he—some of the most 
important which have disappeared 
since—militated against obedience. 
His power on the sea had been over- 
thrown by Nelson; smuggling at 
Continental ports became almost an 
open practice, and cerrupt offictals 
eomplacently tolerated infractions of 
the Emperor’s rules when their 
palms were crossed by the gold of 
sea captains, whe waxed rich on the 
illicit trade, Besides, the countries 
of Europe were far less densely 
populated than they are now, and 
each of them, as Professor Heck- 
scher says, possessed a ** far-reach- 
ing economic self-sufficiency in all 
vital matters.” 

The system of issuing trade licenses 
both by the French and the British 
grew to large proportions, and in the 
»x00k under consideration its work- 
‘ngs are systematically traced. In 
Parliament it was defended as mere- 
y giving legal assent to practices 
which other otherwise proceed il- 
legally. i 

Starvation is now the ultimate ter- 
tor 10 which the blockade may lead 
as applied to countries dependent on 
imports of food, particularly Great 
Britain, although all the great coun- 
tries of Western Europe can be made 
to feel the pinch of scarcity. The 
starving of the British by any meas- 
ures which Napoleon could adopt in 
1806-14 was recognized by him as 





impossible and he made no serious 


attempt in that direction, permitting 
the importation of wheat to Britain 
from the* Continent on the ground 
that otherwise the supply could be 
obtained from America, and that 
Continental countries in which he 
was interested would lose a profit- 
able market. 

Sun. ming up, Professor Heckscher 
remarks: 

The Continental System had lit- 
tle success in its mission of de- 
stroying the economic organization 
of Great Britain, and most of the 
things it created on the Continent 
lasted a very short time. * * *

to the memory of a brave 
soldier than this collection of letters 
written by his own hand from the 
battlefields of France. In them 
Quincy Sharpe Millis stands revealed 
as a man whose only thought was to 
do the duty that lay before bim to the 
best of his ability without bombast 
and without heroics, as one who 
took his responsibilities seriously 
and accepted danger and hardship as 
all in the day’s work. The letters 
have an added value because his 
training as a writer enabled him to 
set down on paper thoughts that 
were doubtless shared by thousans 

of his comrades-in-arms. 

Quincy Sharpe Mills was an edi- 
torial writer on The New York Eve- 
ning Sun. He had come to. that 
paper from the University of North 
Carolina and worked as a reporter 
until his unusual abilities had won 
for him a promotion. There is 
every reason to believe that he would 
have gone far in his chosen profes- 
gion had he been spared to pursue 
it. Yet when the time came he gave 
it up without hesitation, although 
he was beyond the draft age, and 
offered his services to his couniry. 
When the war first broke out he 
was among the most ardent a ivo- 
cates of preparedness, and he spent 
two successive Summer vacations at 
the Plattsburg Training ‘amp. 
When the United States went into 
the war he again went to Pilatts- 
burg and came out with a commis: 
sion as Second Lieutenant of In- 
fantry. Some of his friends were 
of the opinion that injustice had 
been done him and that he should 








have had higher rank, but Mills him- 





self never complained. He was ar- 
signed to the 168th Infantry, a regi- 
ment of the lowa National Guard, 
and sent to France. Death came 
to him a year later, just after he 
had been notified that he had been 
recommended for promotion. 

The book opens with the story of 
his ancestry and of his life up to 
the time he entered the army, but 
the most valuable as well as the 
most interesting pages are those on 
which are printed the letters he 
wrote from the training areas and 
from the battle line. Most of these 
letters are addressed to his mother, 
a few to his father or to friends. 
They have been printed exactly as 
they were written, except that those 
portions which refer to purely per- 
sonal or family matters have been 
omitted as being of no interest to 
the general reader. The letters are 
all cheerful in tone. Only rarely 
does a note of indignation creep in 
when some unnecessary stupidity on 
the part of the authorities has ren- 
dered the lot of the soldier harder 
than it need be. Even then, it is ap- 
parent that he is thinking more of 
the men under him than of himself. 

He often quotes witty sayings of 
his men and extracts from their Iet- 
ters, which he had to read in his 
capacity of censor. One man writes: 

I can’t tell you-where I am be- 
cause I don’t know. ‘Ain't it a 
helluva note when a fellow don’t 
know where he’s at? 

Another, who had evidently suf- 
fered from sea-sickness on the way 
over’ says:

deed a monster. Under the date of 
Nov. 15, 1793, Farington writes:

Orleans, who was executed at 
Paris on the 6th of this month. 
He dined at the Royal Academy 
with the Prince of Wales, . few 
years since, at one of the great an- 
nual exhibition dinners, and it 
happened a whole-length portrait 
of him, painted by Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, was placed above the 
seat on which he sat ‘t the 
Prince’s right hand.

Farington remarks that the atroci- 


ties in France followed one another 
su quickly that they were received 
in England merely us the news of 
the day, Posterity would look on 
them in an entirely different man- 
ner. Those critics who seem to think 
that sexual morality has almost 
ceased to exist fn circles which are 
known as “society ”’ and that vice 
and marijta} ppfaithfulness are more 
characteristic of this century than 
of the two preceding ones should 
read Mr. Farington’s pages for en- 
lightenment. The casual way in 
which illegitimacy was ieoked on, 
and the regords of many gentlemen 
and ladies—especially gentlemen— 
who provided liberally for their off- 
spring, ought to convince at least 
our censors that this is not the worst 
of all possible times. 

As an example, not at all extraor- 
dinary in English society, we have 
that of the Duke of Hamilton, who 
left all thé property he could to a 
daughter by Mrs. Esten, the actress. 
He forced the heir to the dukedom, 
his uncle, to pay the suim of £50,C00 
to the young girl on the condition 
that he would not cut down the tim- 
ber on the estate. This Duke lef! 
aH his personal estate, including the 
pictures and furniture at Hamilton 
Palace, to Mrs. Esten for her daugh- 
ter. Of this furniture a pair of 
buhl cabinets were sold for £12,475. 
The amiable way in which King Wil- 
liam treated his children by Mrs. 
Jordan—the FitzCtarences—is like- 
wise a matter of record in all the 
chronicles of the last century. There, 
too, was General Charles O'Hara, 
the illegitimate son of the second 
Lord Tyrawley, educated at West- 
minster School, who became a gal- 
lant soldicr, and was very well looked 
after during his life by his noble 
relatives. He left £10,C60 in trust 
for two ladies, ‘the mothers of his 
children. 

Farington, at Cheltenham, heard 
General: O’Hara describe conditions 
while he was in prison in France 
under the Reign of Terror. . In 1795 
the French exchanged him for Gen- 
eral Rochambeau. Among the stories 
told by the General was that of the 
heroism of the Princess Joseph of 
Monaco, Francoise Thérése de Choi- 
seul-Stainville: 

The Princess was carried to the

EN years ago weekly explora- 
tions of second-hand book- 
shops in Boston never failed 
to yield me-a copy of the 
American reprints by Dana 

Estes & Co. of Arthur Machen’s 
** House of Souls ” and his ‘* Hill of 
Dreams.”"" They were a regular fea- 
ture of the rubbish counter. For 
these I usually~ had to pay about 
50 cents 3 copy—though I bought 
one ‘ Hill of Dreams,"’. which I still 
possess, for 10 cents, I must have 
purchased about twenty of these 
books. I gave them to friends, I 
lent them to friends—it does not 
matter which; the volumes disap- 
peared one way or another. It 
seemed at the time a method with- 
in my means of bestowing great 
riches on the people T liked or ad- 
mired. Few of my friends went 
away without their copy of a book 
they had never heard of, but which 
they would read for friendship’s 
sake. When I had only two copies 
of the “ Hill of Dreams ”’ left, and 
could find no more, I decided to sup- 
press my prodigal instincts, but a 
burst of generesity brought on by 
some green chartreuse disposed of 
one of the two. The other one, saved 
by the banishment decreed to monas- 
tie loquor, is still with me. . 

And beside it on the shelf is Mr. 
Knopf’s new edition of the book. 
‘** The Hill of Dreams’”’ will never 
again be found on the rubbish coun- 
ter; the old red edition is a collec- 
tor’s rarity; the new yellow one is a 
substantial proof of the advance of 
good literature in America. During 
the last ten years Mr. Machen’s art 
has been recognized; he is almost 
the only example of a fine writer 
rescued from oblivion in. his own 
lifetime. Yet he has made no con- 
cession to the world in general. He 
has not changed a word of ‘‘ The 
Hill of Dreams” since he wrote it 
twenty-six years ago. It is the same 
book—a failure in 1907, rubbish in 
1913, a success in 1923. _ Obviously, 
the world has made concessions to 
the ideas which he represents. 

The triumph of mechanism, which 
is shown in its full glory by the late 
war and the wars that follow it, 
has, like all bad tyrannies, engen- 
dered a reaction. Fer years 
voices. were raised. against it, but 
they spoke in syllables that were in- 
comprehensible to the minds of men 
spellbound by the wonder of Things. 
In differing accents, protests came- 
from writers as diverse in talent as 
Samuel Butler, Walter Pater and 
Arthur Machen. People took it for 
granted that such protests were the 
inevitable whine of the Old Order 
against Progress, an explanation at 
once so simple and inclusive that it 
could dispose of any objection. cal- 
ulated to disturb their satisfaction 
in the machinery of manufacture 
and the machinery of life. The 
world, indeed, was fast stampeding 
into a herd which would not toler- 
ate the existence of unconverted in- 
viduals. Then suddenly the me- 
chine itself went wrong, and threat- 
ened, like the machine in the ballad, 
te transform its inventor into sau- 
sage meat, There was a wild flight 
of worshippers from the crumbling 
shrine of Moloch—whither? Into 
Spiritism, Bahaism, neo-Buddhism; 
into every cult, in fact, that offered 
even a temporary shelter from des- 
peration. This headlong rout into 
faddism of all sorts was a super- 
ficial earnest that the mind of the 
race was turning, had in fact 
turned, back toward an_ acknowl- 
edgment of the final mystery of life. 

Of this mystery, Arthur Machen 
has from the first been the-consis- 
tent exponent. His mind is that of 
a medieval Christian; a liberal 
monk, perhaps, who has taken 
many. an appreciative peek at the 
classies in the library of.the founda- 
tion. To him all that is beaytiful 
Suilds walls of the celestial city in 

-he mind of man; all that ec 
war against that beauty is unu' - 
ably-evil. There is no middle ground. 
And ‘‘ The Hill of Dreams ’” is the 
epic of this spiritual battle. 

In the- new introduction, written 
for the new édition, the author tells 
us that he intended to. write a Rob- 
inson Crusee of the soul: the soul, 
and not the body of a man, solitary 
amid an alien sea. It would have 


been impossible for Mr. Machen to 
write any other sort of Robinson 
Crusoe, for he never leaves the ma- 
terial world untransmuted;. every- 
thing becomes, either for good or 
for evil, the shadow of an over- 
whelming portent. Thus, ‘“‘ The Hill 
of Dreams’ shows us life, carnal 
and ethereal, as heightened by the 
oversensitiye imagination of the 
hero, Lucian Tayjor. The boy grows 
up' in the outland eeuatry between 
Wales and Engiand; all the glamour 
and terror of ancient forests be- 
come a part of him, Left largely to 
himself by his pathetically frustrate 
father, the vicar, and repelled by 
the lapses of taste and decency in the 
provincial society around him, he 
wantiders over the domed hills under 








violently blue Summer skies, the 


hard glare of Winter and the sad 
wet twilight of Autumn, while the 
Roman past and the Celtic past, 
whose ruined fortresses and tumuli 
are only half-concealed by the mos; 
and the thicket, gradually take pos- 
session ‘of his imagination and ally 
themselves in his. mind with an al- 
ready established love of medieval 
lore, ecclesiastical and occult. “All 
hidden: beauties b his preoccu- 
pation, but, driven inward by the 
vicious sordidness of actuality, cor- 
ruption also fascinates him. Year by 
year this struggle between the rap- 
ture of the inner life and the stale- 
ness of the outer aggravates. an. in- 
tolerable situation to be solved only 
by expressing it all in adequate style 
But. words fail, and the reasonable 
mind finally collapses. under the 
weight of the imaginative. : 

It is obvious that Mr. Machen does 
not want Lucian to become the vic- 
tim of this combat between modern 
existence and the life of the imagi. 





again und again until, forced by the 
inevitable, he yields-his hero to fate. 
His unwillingness to strrrender the 
youth may be accounted for by the 
fact that, up to a certain point, Lu- 
cian’s life was his life—his auto- 
biography—a circumstance which has 
made the book suspiciously bitter in 
spots. He satirizes the moneyed, 
the hypocritical; the snobbish, with 
a fine cruelty and vivid fidelity to 
life—but are these shoddy. creatures, 
after all, worthy of so much atten- 
tion? ¥eg, perhaps—if their mere 
existence js an obstacle to the higher 
Panjty, And they are sueh an ob- 
stacle to Lucian, who

vivial spirit, driving it in upon itself, 
until all the beauties that it foves 
become, for lack of some one to 
share them, horrors and madness. 
Fortunately for Mr. Machen, he is 
of stfonger stuff than the hero of 
his masterpiece. In his two volume 
autobiography, ‘‘ Far Off Things,” 
which last, Fall, and 
“Things Near and Far,’’ which has 
just been published, he describes. the 
loneliness which enhedged him and 
‘the means he took to cope with it. 
Now in his middie fifties, he can 
look back over that struggle with ne 


modern life, which not only fails to 
help a man whifose interests are else- 
where,. but will not even - tolerate 
him if it knows him for what he is. 

Like Lucian, Mr. Machen was 
born in the Welsh borderiand, faced 
poverty in its fearfulest form— 
** genteel " poverty—went to London 
hoping to obtain the necessities of 








life by writing, and ended by nearly 
starving to death on the wages of 
tutoring, translating and cataloguing 
second-hand books. - 

In bookshops, he came in contact 
with alchemical and occult works 
whieh were to influence, h not 
dominate, all his later, iting. 
Much of the interest of ‘“ Things 
Near and Far ” ligs in his treatment 
of various phases of mysticism, from 
its faddish to its serious manifesta- 
tion.

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the covers of his 
latest volume of poetry, 
“*Golden Bird,” James Op- 
penheim has ensnared & 
creature of rare beauty and 
full-throated melody. The author 
himself, who has long been regarded 
as one of the leaders of the younger 
group of radical poets, considered 
this volume his crowning achieve- 
ment. Ina letter to his publishe 
quoted on the jacket of the book. 
Oppenheim says: 
Everything I have striven for as 
an artist has come to expression in 
the compass of its pages. It is not 
only my seeing of life but it is the 
poetry I have been groping for. 


. what has Oppenheim striven? 
In si earlier books it was clearly 
his self-appointed work to remake 
the world, to mold it nearer to his 
heart’s desire. But he got little be- 
yond the stage of protest. For in- 
stance, his volume “entitled “ Songs 
for the New Age’ was hailed by 
The Masses as “a volume full of ve- 
hement protest.’’ But not even The 
Masses could call ‘Golden Bird ’’ 
vehement; nor, for that matter, 2 
protest. To be sure, Oppenheim has 
-still further developed his free verse, 
and in this respect the rebellion of 
his previously published work is con- 
tinued. But the underlying mood 
which, in one guise or another, is 
the theme of every poem, is one of 
serenity, not of rebellion. The rad- 
icals who hitherto have followed the 
gonfalon of Oppenheim may not be 
willing to admit this; but the fact 
remains that they have lost a leader. 
Yet if the radicals have lost a 
leader they have given the world a 
poet, for,-after ‘‘ Golden Bird,’’ Op- 
penheim must be granted his due ar 
a poet. And he is the product of his 
school, he would not be exactly the 
poet he is but for his past. The raa- 
icals have lost him, but he has not 
become a conservative. The verse is 
a fruition, net a reversion. Oppen- 
heim, in the same letter, calls it 
“the quintessence of ali my work.’ 
He has the right to do so, for it is 
the final distillation of the verfume. 
the ultimate refraction of the rain- 
bow 


pp. New York: 


In ‘* Golden Bird *’ Oppenheim is 
neither a radical nor a conservative, 
for he transcends both. In the mys- 
ticism to which he attains the minor 
bickerings of these opposing factions 
has no place. With a few exceptions 
he exhibits the calm of a Buddhist. 
But -Oppenheim is not iost in the 
contemplation of Nirvana. It is in 
the realm of beauty that he is a 
Buddhist; it is pure beauty which he 
has set himself co contemplate, until, 
* falling at last into the state of semi- 
trance which is the Buddhist’s goal. 
he is one with his desire.- And in 
this semi-trance he writes. In this 
mystic state, in which thought is 
only held to earth by the merest gos- 
samer thread, in which the sensuous 
becomes spiritualized and the spir- 
itual receives a perceptible, sensuous 
body, his poetry is eomposed. This, 

“ Beautiful,’’ give> 
complete expression to the mood: 

Now Golden Bird,

the blending of rhythms toward 
which he has striven from the 
first. Whether he has achieved all 


it is impossible to say. Certain it is, 
however, that the total effect of-hir 
lines surpasses the effect of an equa. 
number of lines from Whitman. But 
Oppenheim gives the impression of 
having refined his work again and 
again, whereas Whitman, with mag- 
nificent gesture, seorned any suck 
process. 

The influence of the Psalms-ané 
the Song of Solomon is clearly dis- 
cernible in the poetry of Oppen- 
heim, and it is obvious that he owes 
much to the religious books of his 
race. In addition to being a poet in 
his own right, by thus calling atten- 
tion to poetry of greater antiquity 
than that of Greece, he renders dou- 
ble service. “Golden Bird” is 
worthy of many readings, and will 
disclose new beauties with each 
reading. 

A book of verse which is radica! 
in title, but with the radicalism 
stopping there, is “Songs of Unrest’ 
by Bernice Kenyon. Miss Kenyon 
is already favorably known through 
the magazines, but this is her first 
volume. The title is unfortunate. It 
leads one to expect free verse, but 
instead one finds rigid adherence to 
form. One anticipates rebelliousness 
of mood, and discovers disciplined 
thinking. After this surprise, when 
the reader is ready to consider the 
Songs at their face value. there will 
be found in the book much that is 
of high excellence. 

One will not have to travel many 
pages to discover that Miss Kenyon 
is an artist who loves to chisel at 
her material until she achieves per- 
fection. In fact, she frequently 
the iptor. This stanza, 
for instance, although lyric in mood 
and imagery, is something caught 
and fixed in Carrara marble. or, per- 
haps more truly, something carved 
from ivory: 

We that are swift with words 

Keep silence now. 
Teach me the speech of birds, 
Or tell me how 
Leaves talk in unstirred light, 
Or streams make murmuring, 
Or at what grayest height 
The slow rain learns to sing. 


Widely separated as she is from 
Housman in her outlook on life, 
there is at the same time not a little 
resemblance between the verse of 
Miss Kenyon and that of the author 
of “A Shropshire Lad.” Like 
Housman, Miss Kenyon, as will 
have been noticed in the stanza 
above, eschews all. but the simplest 
words and the simplest of images. 
There is in both the same restraint. 
Yet the effect is never missed by 
either. In fact. Miss Kenyon’s abil- 
ity to produce her desired effect is 
the extraordinary thing about her 
poetry, and somethingthat sets it 
apart from the usual first volume. 

One is impressed with the depth 
of thought in ‘“ Songs of U'nrest."’ 
This is especially true of the sonnets, 
of which there is a large number. It 
is, of course, easy to write fourteen 
lines of iambi ters. but this 
is not to make “ a moment's monu- 
ment.”’ Miss Kenyon. however, 
comes near fulfilling Rosetti’s re- 
quirement, even if she fails to 
achieve deathless lines. And the 
reason she succeeds so well is be- 
cause she approaches the sonnet 
with true reverence: because she 
strives for that delicate balance be- 
tween loftiness of thought and per- 
fect expression. that harmony of 
beauty and truth, which is the best 
test of the sonnet. This; called “‘ An- 
cestry "’ is, perhaps, one of her best: 

The singing blood that pulses in

A gain in richness will be expected 
of Miss Kenyon’s future poetry, a 


gain which is likely to follow on 


maturity, At present her very desire 
for perfection exercises a restraint. 
This she should not find ‘difficult to 
‘throw off as she acquires confidence 
and a control over her medium 
which permits of liberties. 

Another poet who is philosophical, 
and also much given to the sonnet, 
is Clement Wood, who now adds to 
his previously published volumes, 
“The Tide Comes In,"" These 
poems are in a variety of moods, 
delicate in expression, and with a 
musical quality to the line which en- 
titles many of them to very high 
rank, Wood does not run after the 
Poetic foibles of the day. Like Miss 
Kenyon he shuns free verse. But he 
dominates his material to'a degree 
which she has not yet attained. He 
seems to have rather greater love of 
life than she, or, perhaps, he per- 
mits himself freer expression of his 
love of life. He also permits blem- 
ishes which ashe would abhor. as 
when, for instance. he rhymes 
“ splendor ’’ and “ surrender.’’ It 
is, however, only just t3 add that 
such a lapse is rare. 

Wood has learned much from the 
earlier poets who wrote hefore the 
realists came along to tell us that 
everything before their day was 
mawkish and sentimental. In other 
words, Wood believes that there is 
a poetic tradition. and that this tra- 
dition is worth continuing. His 
thought, nevertheless, is original; he 
also has a twist of humor. a very 
delicate twist, which is all his own. 
This, for instance. is a neat turning 
back of the school of Campion upon 
itself: 

My lady is not like the moon. 

The moon is neither warm nor 


near; 
She- sheds her light, a general 


boon, 

Too indiscriminately dear. 
My lady is not like a flower; 

A flower is a defenseless thing, 
Too frail to daunt with beauty’s 

power, 

Too old to see another Spring. 
. o 7 o * 
Yet flower and star. and moon and 

sun, 

Are nothing in her beauty’s 

laze. 

My lady’s like herself: and none 

Can build, in words, a loftier 
praise. 

One-quarter of the volume is given 
over to what Wood calls * Eagle 
Sonnets,’’ a loosely held together 
sequence of great beauty. His 
adoption of the Shakespearean form, 
coupled with a pulsation of line, en- 
ables Wood to avoid austerity while 
at the same time he preserves the 
dignity of the sonnet. As he has 
poured all of himself into these son- 
nets the quoting of one will show 
him most completely and at his best.

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Industrial Conditions in 
England and America

HAUVINISM is a miserable sin, 
but the more we see and read 
of labor policies and reform in 
other countries, the more we 
seem inclined to compliment 
eurselves on conditions in the United 
States. Not that there isn’t much 
to be desired in some of our fac- 
tories, plants and shops, but that, 
compared with the state of progress, 
or lack of it, of some of our friends 
overseas, we have small cause. to 
hide our lights under a bushel. Time 
was when we believed that if ever 
any country would reach a labor 
Utopia, it would be England. Our 
conviction was fostered by the in- 
numerable books that came out of 
that country telling us what and 
bow men and women were thinking 
on this big problem. Quite naively 
we confused thinking with doing, and 
in the ardor of our interest we hailed 
our Anglo-Saxon neighbors as the 
torchbearers of industrial reform. 
Perhaps they are,~in the sphere of 
industrial thought, but most cer- 
tainly we are ahead of them when it 
comes to the practical issue of where 
it is the worker gets more for the 
hours of labor he devotes to his task. 
It took a trip to England to show 
us some of this. And now comes 
along a book by Adelaide Mary An- 
derson, woman Inspector of factories 
for.twenty-four years, who devoted 
herself not to theoretical discussion 
of labor’s pastor labor’s future, but 
comes down to brass tacks and tells 
of the conditions she found during 
the years of her service. Most of 
the facts are confined to women's 
work, but in many of the factories 
inspected men also were employed. 
They were somewhat the winners, in 
matters of wages at least, owing to 
their trade-union affiliations, but, to 
use a rough phrase, the women “ got 
it in the neck "’ from all sides.

It was not until 1893 that a factory | ice, the water, the electricity—all of 


inspection department for women 
was inaugurated. Previous to that, 
employers practically could go to any 
limit they chose in imposing miser- 
able hours of labor, under conditions 
that were suicidal. Some idea of the 
state of affairs existing even as late 
as 1911 is given in typical cases. In 
one instance the women affected 


were working in a dressmaking es-}| 
tablishment Besides - 


that the law permitted every other 
day in the week, they had to report 
on Fridays at 8 A. M. and they sat 
at their benches until midnight. On 
Saturdays they came in at 7 A. M. 
and left at 9 P. M. Sunday em- 
ployment was not unusual. 

The saddest phase of all this lies 
in the fact that the workers in many 
instances resented interference on 
the part of the Inspectors, because 
shorter hours meant a wage that 
could not possibly support life. In 
one weaving factory visited that 
year the highest gross average wage 
was 7 shillings 2% pence; the aver- 
age net wage was 5 shillings 8% 
pence. The difference was the 
amount the workers were fined for 
goods said to be damaged by them. 
Vive shillings 8% pence, translated 
into American money, means less 
than $1.50 a week. Say that the 
cost of living in England at that 
date was one-half of what it was in 
America, which is stretching the 
point, and some idea may be gained 
of just how far England had pro- 
gressed in her industrial reform. De- 
ductions for tardiness of a penny a 
minute, when the wage per hour was 
only a penny and half, were nothing 
unusual. In 1901 the factory In- 
spectors brought to trial a world- 
famous textile factory which made 
its workers supply gratis the labor, 
cloths and buckets to keep the 
shops in a cleanly state. 

From the mass of colorful facts 
given by Miss Anderson one could go 
on indefinitely. Yet the book is not 
entirely hopeless in its expression. 
The factory Inspectors have brought 





jmuch pressure to bear in changing 


most of these conditions. The war, 
when women came into their own in 
an industria] sense, contributed its 
share of reform. The trade unions 
did their share, as also did an awak- 
ened public conscience. 

To take the wind out-of our cocki- 
ness about conditions in America, we 
read the book on the twelve-hour 
shift in American industry. In order 
to ascertain to what extent men were 
employed in daily Jabor for twelve 
hours ata stretch, the Federated 
American Engineers Societies as- 
signed two of its men to maké a 
thorough investigation. To Horace 
B. Drury was given the task of in- 
vestigating conditions in industries 
other than the fron and steel; to 
Bradley Stoughton wag agsigned the 
job of studying the technical aspects 
of changing from a two-shift to a 
three-shift system in the fron and 
steel works. The reports of both 

ese men indicate the thoroughness 

with which scientific minds tackle a 
problem. 
Most people who have taken but a 
casual interest in labor questions are 
of the opinion that in America it is 
only the steel industries which work 
their men on twelve-hour shifts. 
That in a large measure is due to the 
fact that it is this industry which 
has had the most strikes and, con- 
sequently, the most publicity. As a 
matter of fact, the steel plants are 
among the foremost which are 
changing from the two-shift to the 
three-shift plan. In April of last 
year Judge Gary of the United 
States Steel Corporation announced 
that in the two years preceding the 
corporation reduced the twelve-hour 
men from 32 per cent. of the work- 
men to 14 per cent. 

To many people the very: logical 
question arises, ‘‘ Why a twelve- 
hour shift at all? Why not shut a 
Plant at the end of a day and start 
machinery again the next morn- 
ing?” The answer to that is 
that many industries are in a 
category by ~-themselves,_ called 
“continuous industries.” As the 
writers of the book point out, 
the products of these indus- 
tries touch us more closely than 
we appreciate. In the morning at 
the breakfast table, the sugar, the 
salt, the breakfast food, the bread, 
the silver, the china, the glass, the 


these are products of a continuous 
process industry. In the same man- 
ner the framework of a city—the 
steel, the concrete, the brick, giass, 
terra cotta, cement, paving brick, 
steel rails, the police, transportation, 
power—is built on a plan of manu- 
facture or service which must not 
stop. 

In the manufactured material the 
work must not step, but go on 
through ‘the twenty-four hours of 
the day, for the reason that the fur- 
naces of the plants must not be 
permitted to cool down. In some of 
the processes, it is asserted, it re- 
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quires se¢yeral months of continuous} 


burning of the furnace to achieve 
the proper heat for production. This 
is especially true of glass tanks. 
One reason given for the employ- 
ment of two men on twelve-hour 
shifts at the furnaces in this one in- 
dustry is that the work is highly 
specialized and that a better product 
is achieved when two men are re- 
sponsible for the output rather than 
three. 

In some of the brick plants the 
twelve-hour shift is considered a 
luxury. Burners and assistants 
sometimes work thirty-six hours at 
a stretch and take twelve hours off 
for rest before they come on again. 
This work does not, however, con- 
tinue day in and day out. The burn- 
ing of a kiln is completed in slightly 
less than ninety-six hours, after 
which there is a period of complete 
rest. In all of this work it must be 
remembered that the men are not 
actually at work during the entire 
period of labor. In the brick plants, 
for instance, the firing takes fifteen 
minutes, followed by a rest period 
of a half hour. In other furnace 
industries the men at the job some- 





times have two and three hours’ rest j Throughout the book the authors

What is most 
important is that the men be taken 
into confidence on the project and 
made to understand the reasons for 
shifting from a two-shift to a three- 
shift basis. It has been asserted by 
some employers that where the 
hours of labor were lessened the 
mien, after the close of the day, went 
to the firm's competitors and put in 
overtime or -‘Sunday work. Where 
such things happen it is very often 
due to the fact that the wages .of 
the men have been cut to such a de- 
gree that additional work is neces- 
sary to fill out the weekly budget. 
A’ plan must be worked out where 
the cut in hours does not work a 
hardship in the form of proportion- 
ate reduction in wages. A good 
time to make the change, it is sug- 
gested, is when the general level of 
wages is advancing. The shorten- 
ing of hours can be made instead 
of an increase in payment. Where 
this has been tried it has been very 
successful.

HE philosophy of clothes is the 

philosophy of all things, for 

clothes are a perennial symbol.”’ 
So declares H.. Dennis Bradley, 
whose volume, “ The Eternal Mas- 
querade,” is ostensibly a discussion 
of styles and manners in clothes in 
all ages, from the day of the unclad. 
tattooed warrior to that «f the swal- 
lowtail coat. Yet. as the above 
quotation will indicate, the author is 
not concerned with vests and coats 
and collars for their own sake only; 
he regards them as the emblems of 
something deeper, something more 
significant, with regard not only to 
the individual but to society as a 
whole. 

For, just as fine clothes mav be 
used as a mask for grotesaue bodies / 
or puny souls, so a less obvious man- 
tle may be employed as a screen for 
the imperfections and the hideous 
flaws of society. Just as the faise 


clamor of martial songs and the 
flamboyant speeches of noisy- 
tongued orators may be applied as a 
sort of curtain of smoke to blind the 
eyes of men to the destruction and 
the bloodshed of battle. Within the 
arena of politics. men tend to hide 
themselves in a cleak of subterfuges 
and promises: within the field of re- 
ligion, they incline toward the hy- 
pocrisy of a garment of words; and 
in the more commonplace domains 
of everyday life they endeavor to 
surround themselves with a giam- 
ourous, illusory hood of superiority; 
they are concerned with anvearances 
as much as with actuality, and often 
are as well content with seeming 
to be as with beinz. 

In the following lines the author's

In 
many places he has recourse to witty 
paradoxes, and one doubts the seri- 
ousness of his purpose; yet when he 
launches into a discussion of a sub- 
ject such as militarism he is bitterly 
and ironically serious. But although 
he calls attention to many truths not 
generally recognized. he is facile 
rather than profound.' and his expo- 
sition is too self-consciously clever 
to be altogether effective. This is 
not to imply, however, that the book 
does not abound in sparkling pas- 
sages calculated either to dazzle or to 
annoy the reader. When all is said, 
“The Eterna! Masquerade’’ is both 
interesting and original. and any 
one who does not take it too seri-

Differing entirely from these two 
books, which deal with facts rather 
than with théories, is the one by M. 
de Montgomery. It is a very for- 
midable volume, dealing with the 
labor policies of France, England 
and the Scandinavian countries cur- 
ing the present century. Naturally 
a discussion of the progress of the 
present century entails a study of 
the work of the past. M. de Mont- 
gomery has done that, if not with 
brilliance that compels attention, 
then with study that elicits respect. 

His explanation of the peculiarly 
individualistic type of socialism of 
the British workman is interesting. 
According to him it is English social- 
‘iem rather than Marxian socialism 
which will constitute the strength 
of a political movement in Conti- 
nental countries. This is how he 
outlines it: 


1. Inclusion on a large scale of 
brain workers in the political la- 
bor movement. 

2. Rejection of the idea of a vio- 
lent revolution as a means of es- 
tablishing the new social order. 

3. Nationalization to be carried 
out by legal measures and not un- 
til the people as a whole are in 
favor of the measure. 

4. Nationalization to be carried 
out by purchase, not by confisca- 
tion. 

5. Rejection of the idea of a gen- 
eral strike to bring about a revo- 
lution. 

6. Prevention of bureaucracy in 
nationalized industries, to be ac- 
complished by separating the ad- 
ministrativé and the political de- 
partments. 

7. Recognition of the rights of 
the consumers. 

8. tion of the ae 
of equal political rights for 
citizens. 

It sounds like a reasonable pro- 
gram and is entirely representative 
of the English worker, who is at all 
times a highly reasonable individual. 

From the standpoint of lasting 
value, the encyclopedic features of 
M. de Montgomery will ‘make the 
volume a valuable addition to any 
student's library. From the stand-

Railroad Problems and Their

OGETHER these two books 
are a record of an era from 
which railways will date 
their new departure. The 
contrast between their con- 

tents and the debates on the same 
subject in Federal and State Legis- 
latures is strong. The books are 
’ scholarly, written by professors, and 
much of them originally appeared in 
newspaper articles. Their facts are 
official, and their views are reason- 
able. The debates of lawmakers, es- 
pecially in- Congress, are far from 
this description. Several of our 
Senators are silent under responsibie 
charges that their facts are doubt- 
ful, being colored by political 
theories, and inspired by interests 
willing to profit at the expense of 
other interests. One of the great- 
est questions before the country is 
whether the electorate will support 
the national and informed view of 
the - writers, or the sectional ard 
sordid view of the lawmakers who 
have axes to grind. One of the 
evils of our times is the belief that 
votes can control economics. Our 
voters have to learn that their votes 
can produce laws, but that the laws 
cannot be reliéd upon to produce 
populi i results. Our 
politicians must be held to responsi- 
bility for the results of their legisla- 
tion and not be allowed to plead ex- 
celience of intentions when tke 
country suffers by their errors. In 
these books is to be found the cause 
of the prostration of twenty billions 
of capital, and the inability of the 
railways to meet the needs of bust- 
‘ness, The politicians blame the rail- 
ways, and yet the railways have fot- 
lowed the regulation of the poli- 
ticians, 

Professor Cunningham was given 
leave by Harvard University to 
associate himself with the Federal 
operation of the railways during the 
war. He was at first manager of 
the operating statistics and later 
was connected with operation itself. 
His view is intimate and authorita- 
tive, but. not Throughout 
his tone is judicious, both in praise 
and blame, sufficiently sympathetic 
with the railways and yet with rea- 
son for giving credit where it was 
due to the administration of which 
he was a part. His book is pri- 
marily a history of the war period, 
with a brief introduction to show 
conditions .when the Government 
took control,. and a sequel to bring 
the story down to the present. The 
Professor more than once mentions 
the overwhelming balance of opinion 
favoring the return of the roads to 
private operation. That perhaps is 
the best opitome of the judgment 
upon public operation. It was a 
necessary evil in war times, but 
undesirable in peace. That appears 
from the abandonment of many 
theoretical benefits from unity of 
control. The book is a critical his- 
tory of recent years, but not a gen- 
eral discussion of principles of 
regulating and operating railways. 

That field is well covered by the 
other book in which the incident of 
Gevernment war operation fills only 
a minor role. It will grow smalier 
with the passage of time, whereas 
the Transportation act represents a 
new departure which will grow in 
importanee with years. The panic 
of 1873 was a sequel to the oyer- 
building of railways, when every- 
body thought the more railways the 
better. Regulation has remedied that. 
Now there is complaint of deficiency 
of railway facilities, although the 
railways have increased their ser- 
vices, while the regulators haye ext 
down their earnings. Year by year 
in every way the railways have bet- 
tered their services and increased 
their imyestment, only to see ap- 
preciation of their deserts diminish 
with their reyentue. Post-war defia- 
tion, partieularly of farmers’ goods, 
was the cause of the earlier Granger

movement. When wheat dropped 
from $3.17 to $1.22 in 1867 the 
farmers demanded lower - railway 
rates and cheaper loans from banks, 
just as the farm bloc now does.. The 
chief difference between the two 
cases is that now the farmers have 
a better case. Then the foreign buy- 
ers furnished beth cash and eredit 
to finance their wants. Now the 
foreigners are borrowers rather than 
lenders, and are- impoverished buy- 
ers. It was a struggle in the ‘70s 
to teach ‘the farmers the folly of 
their cheap-money errors, but it was 
so thoroughly done that the country 
has been immune to some similar 
delusions following the World War. 
Now the farmers fail to see that 
their troubles are due to the lack 
of solvent buyers, and their present 
mistake ts in attacking the banks. 
There has been great activity in 
making provision for specific agri- 
cultural credit to remedy the current 
deficiency of the withdrawal of for- 
eign credit, and this has been done 
with approval due to appreciation of 
the farmers’ difficulties and their 
effect in reduction of general pros- 
perity. But the farmers are per- 
sisting in their hostility to the rail- 
ways. Their grievance now is not 
primarily the excess of rates, but 
deficiency of service. The State 
eommissions which resulted from the 
farmers’. demands in the ’70s were 
followed by the creation of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission in 1887, 
and its several amendments in 1906, 
1910 and 1920. The original act 
filled only a dozen printed pages. 
The present act covers scores of. 
pages. Hundreds of pages are re- 
quired for scattered laws or sections 
affecting railways. The scope of leg- 
islatfon has extended from mere con- 
trol of conduct injurious to the pub- 
lic by breaches of business morality 
to administration and management, 
covering such points of business dis- 
cretion as might be decided by 5 
President or directorate. Even wage 
and hours were fixec vy Congress, 





and a Labor Board was created to 


consider labor disputes on the 
ground of necessity to prevent inter- 
ruption of service. The new law 
even fixes the rate of return on 
capital as well as wages. Not a few 
States have sought to control the 
same subjects, in some cases in a 
manner differing from the Federal. 
Hence there is a new State rights 
question affecting business rather 
than politics. There-is a proposal 
to restore the ‘‘ rights” of the 
States to discriminate against each 
other’s trade by depriving the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission of the 
power to prevent such interstate pi- 
racy. ‘The Constitution and its in- 
terpretation by the Supreme Court 
bar the way, but the politicians do 
not heed such obstacles. 

Railway rates are such an essential 
item of all costs of production and 
distribution that they are of absorb' 
ing interest. Unhappily, that in- 
terest does not extend to the princi- 
ples and technique of rate-making. 
he subject is well discussed in this 
volume, with full disclosures of the 
economic limitations which justify or 
even impose rates contrary to the 
wishes of commissions and railways 
alike, statutes to the contrary not- 
withstanding. Congress thought it 
had ended the practice of charging 
more for a short distance than for a 
longer distance including the shorter. 
But long and short haul disputes are 
acute still. Congress forbade rail- 
ways to extend their routes by run- 
ning steamships, and made a mis- 
take. Railways and ships have mu- 
tual need of each other, as comple- 
mentary parts of units of transpor- 
tation are of greater service to the 
Public interests than preservation of 
competition between them. The Su- 
preme Court dissolved the combina- 
tien between the Southern and Cen- 
tral Pacific railways as a combina- 
tton in_restraint of trade: -But the 
{nterstate Commerce Commission 
finds it a combination in promotion 
of trade and in the public interest.

LTHOUGH most of these stories 
in the final volume of Chekhov 
fiction represent the earlier 
years of his literary career— 
years when he did not take his 

art seriously—and for the most part 
are wanting in the profound sympa- 
thy which later characterized his 
treatment.of Russian men and wo- 
men, they throw a flood of light 
upon the radiancy of his personality. 
If it were not for his published let- 
ters to friends and members of his 
family, one might not realize that 
Chekhov was the brightest and most 
attractive sort of person. Certainly 
his tragedies; ‘‘ Uncle Vanya,”’ ‘‘ The 
Three Sisters,’’ ‘‘ The Sea Gull,’ 
untempered portraits of lost souls, 
do not objectively reflect a gay dis- 
position. Yet Chekhov was such a 
man, merry, dynamic and interested 
in everything. And his first pub- 
lished stories, written when he was 
quite unmindful of his literary skill, 
were designed as refreshing bits of 
nonsense, merely to amuse and to 
fatten the slender purse of a young 
physician. 

In the new volume, 
“ Lights,” “A Story Without an 
End,’’ ‘‘ Mari d’Elie,” ‘* The Doc- 
tor,” represent Chekhov in full pos- 
session of his powers even at this 
early period, and “ A Living Chat- 
tel ” does not traikfar behind. Here, 
again, are the louts and braggarts, 
the petty officials, neurotics, silly 
wives, butterflies, the blowers and 
blasters, the impassive victims of life 
whom Chekhov loved because they 
were his countrymen and because 
one must love them if only for their 
distressing helplessness. They are 
their own worst enemies; they inflict 
suffering on every hand; their vain 
deeds of charity are often empty of 
unselfish virtue; they are what you 
will’ Yet they must be loved and 
cherished and protected, if possible, 
hecause they conceal nothing from 
anybody, are not by inheritance or 
environment schooled in the silent 
arts of deceit. Chekhov achieved 
perfect realism. In him there was 
ne act of deceit. In his literary 
ideals there was no room for some- 
thing less or something more than 
the truth. 

And what is the wellspring of his 
work, his plays as well as his 
_ stories? Is it not ‘‘ There is no 
making out anything in this world,”’ 
which in the new volume he puts 
into the mouth of one character, 
and. which more than once bobs up 
like a welcome signpost in his plays? 
No; there is no making out any- 
thing in this world. The first person 
gingular of ‘‘ Love,”’ an intelligent 
and cultured young man, who might 
have profited by the experiences of 
others, writes tender and passionate 
letters t6 an illiteraté maiden who 
cannot write two lines grammatical- 
ly. After the engagement has been 
formally made, she thinks much less 
of him than of the excitements and 
social advantages of marriage. He 
is definitely won; her future, as- 
sured. They marry. The young man 
is quickly disittusiened. The profli- 
gate husband of a brilliant opera 
singer tries to borrew money in her 
name. She calle him a ‘* werthiess

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wretch "’. and “ flunky.’’ In a rage 
he leaves her forever. Five minutes 
later he slips back, suave and unc- 
tuous, gentle and forgiving. 

An empty-headed social butterfly, 
exhausted from acting in amateur 
theatricals, takes to her bed, moans, 
cries, sends for the doctor, upsets 
the. house generally. Her young 
husband sits at the bed to watch 
over her. Within a few days she 
fancies she will be dead. Yet of a 
sudden she is not too ill to get out 
of bed and parody other performers 
in her amateur company. For two 
days the husband stays away from 
his office and sits up all night. On 
the third she gets up to attend a 
rehearsal. Having nothing better to 
do, the husband goes down to the 
office, where he is tee exhausted 
to work. His employer, however, 
commends his praiseworthy atten- 
tion to business and sends him home 
to rest. To pass away an idle hour 
a young engineer debauches an old 
schoolmate and unhappy wife of a 
brute husband. She lavishes her 
pént-up affection on him,: dreams of 
prolonged happiness, does not for a 
moment doubt hig expressions. of 
love, made to attain the object of 
the moment. As soon as she leaves 
his room he packs up and runs away 
to escape the consequences of his 
treachery. 

Trifles? Perhaps and perhaps. 
Certainly they are not short sturies 
as we have come to. regard them 
here under the biatant leadership 
of our tawdry magazines. They are 
not disjointed and casual anecdotes, 
set down by themselves. ach one 
is a scene from a life, a neighbor- 
hood, a social order, humming with 
the overtones of the entire s;m- 
phony of which ‘it is a representative 
part. As in his plays, Chekhov did 
not write as much in the lines as 
between them. Accérding to per- 
sonal qualities of mind and experi- 
ence, the reader supplies what 
Chekhov kept unexpressed in the 
back of his head—the large, general, 
cosmic truths which give his work 
its rare. beauty. And what be- 
nignant understanding he had of 
those about whom he wrote! ‘While 
Lizotchka lies in bed, her young 
husband nervously watching _over 
her, she 


draws a mental picture of her own 
death, how her mother, her hus- 
band, her cousin Varya with her 
husband, her relatives, the admir- 
ers of her ‘* talent ’’ press around 
her death bed, as she whispers 
her last farewell. Ali are weepins. 
Then when she is dead they dress 
her, interestingly pale and dark- 

. in a pink dress (it suits 
her), and lay her in a very expen- 
aive coffin on gold legs, full of 
flowers. *- * * Her husband 
never leaves the coffin, while the 
admirers of her talent cannot take 
their eyes off her, and say: ‘‘ As 
though living! She is lovely in her 
coffin! ’’ The whole town is talk- 
ing of the life gut short so prema- 
turely. * *

Chekhov did not swell with moral- 
ity; for what serves the moral pur- 
Ppose better than a naked recital of 
facts set down with a suggestion of 
their environment? For less perfect 
realists than he the arts of irony 
and satire and the sober eee or 
a, sermon are 
tants. He who cannot 1 portray all 
sides of human amid h 
surroundings must write the mora] 
large and clear for all to read. As 
in ‘* Candide,” cause and effect must 
be brought close together. As in 
‘* The Rake’s Progress,” successive 
pictures must call their message 
aloud from the housetops. Only 
those with perfect skill and. perfect 
understanding have the wisdom to 
let. facts and incidents bear their own 
burden of morality. Pinchbeck 
artists cannot avoid the pulpit. 

Chekhov was also an intensely na- 
tional writer; his stories abound in 
Russians of all degrees and kinds, 
philosophizing vainly and boringly, 
anatomizing their immortal souls in 
fascinated absorption. And part of 
the universal quality of his work is 
due to their lack of self-conscious- 
ness, their charming frankness, their 
propensity for unburdening. them- 
selves upon the least occasion. It is 
good to have these thirteen volumes 
of Chekhov stories. They are a sub- 
stantial contribution to literature 
available in English. Mrs. Garnett 
has done a notable work in the 
translation; she has re-created Chek- 
hov in English, and has written a 
supple, unpretentious prose which 
expresses him faithfully. 








JACOB’S ROOM 
JACOB’S ROOM. By Virginia Woolf.

O plainer manifestation of the 
modernist trend in contempo- 
rary English fiction may be 

found than in Virginia Woolf's 
“Jacob’s Room.'’ The book is a 
natural (some conservatives will un- 
a 'y¥ say “ unnatural ’’) devel- 
opment from those queer stories in- 
cluded in this writer's ‘‘ Monday or 
Tuesday.”’ So much does style play 
a part in her work that it is of more 
importance to dilate on this aspect of 
her work than to enumerate the in- 
cidents that make up “ Jacob’s 
Room.’’ The incidents do not so 
much. matter. They are merely a 
series of events, more or less slight 
from.an objective viewpoint, outlin- 
ing the career of a young man from 
his early boyhood to his death in 
Flanders. It is the manner in which 
these things are revealed that makes 
the book of importance, at least as 
an example of what the younger 
rebels are doing in England. It is 
to be suspected that Miss Wooif 
stems from May Sinclair, but she 
has carried the terse method of that 
excellent writer to a natural conclu- 
sion and added to its value by a vein 
of sheer poetry that continually crops

It 
is not possible here to give more 
than the barest outline of the scope 
of a book that is scholarly and pro- 
found, written with simplicity and 
clearness, and reinforced by numer- 
ous references and notes that add 
materially to its value to the student. 

A professor of philosophy in Wil- 
liams College has put into a compact 
and well-printed volume the six 
Nathaniel W. Taylor lectures, some- 
what amplified in fo which he 
delivered at the Yale Divinity School 
in April, 1922. In his preface Pro- 
fessor Pratt admits frankly that he 
is a believer in the philosophy of 
dualism. What the times’ call for, 
he tells us in the closing lecture, is 


a philosophy that should be frank- 
ly and thoroughly dualistic, a rec- 
ognition of the fact to which un- 
spoiled experience seems so plainly 
to point, that the world of matter 
and the world of spirit are not 
made of the same stuff. 


* losophy is compatible with any sig- 





Dualism,-he contends, is the only 
position that can safeguard the spir- 
itual interests of man. This. philos- 
ophy, with its vindication of the 
self, of and re- 
sponsibility, better than any other 
satisfies the demands of the religious 
consciousness; and 
the great religions of the world, 
including our own; have not only 
been essentially and profoundly 
dualistic, but they have-found in 
that Dualism the only means for 
a spiritual interpretation of man’s 
nature and for a hopeful outlook 
upon his destiny, . 


Professor Pratt argues cogently in 
reyiewing.and analyzing the hypoth- 
eses df those whose conclusions he 
ceaibione untenable. He writes 
clearly and at times with eloquence. 
To his niind ‘‘ nothing else is so 
fundamental. as metaphysics, and 
hence nothing else is so impor- 
tant ’’; and ‘‘ only a dualistic phi- 


nificant form of personal immortal- 
ity. But such a philosophy is not 
only compatible with it; it goes a 
long way toward making it -prob- 
able." He cites Plato; Aristotle, 
Descartes, Locke and Kant (taking 
his philosophy as a whole) as he- 
lenging in the long list of thinkers 
who have upheld the dualistic tradi- 
tion, which, he says, is as old as 
man's religion and man’s thought. 


It might, in fact, be said with- 
out féar of serious contradiction 
{he writes] that if we take the 
history of thought in its entirety 
there is no other subject upon 
which philosophers have come so 
near to an agreement as upon the 
Dualism of matter and spirit. 


Dealing with a weighty and serious 
subject, the author of these lectures 
makes occasional opportunities for 
the play of humor and poetry. Hir 
book is a valuable and readable con- 
tribution to the discussion of the 
eternal problem of mind and hody 
in their relation to the spiritual life 
of man.

teristic style. Bishop Brent has

RS; CROWTHER -has made an

He 
returns to this theme in the last 
chapter, where he affirms that we 
live tn a moral world, ‘‘ in a world 
in which the noblest conduct brings 
about the greatest happiness, not 
alone for the world at large, but for 
the individual actor.’’ The truth 
éxpressed in the New. Testament 
with such poetic force, he says, is 
a truth for every-day life— 


that he who shall strive for the 
right with .all--his -heart, -will not 
sacrifice his happiness by so do- 
ing, but will increase it. 


The moral outlook for man, as‘he 
views it, is a hopeful one, and only 
education that cares for the body 
and feeds fhe mind cart contribute 
to healthy moral development. His 
conclusion is that we must recognize 
our unity with all that is in the- 
universe, and that ‘‘ love, which is 
sympathy, is the secret both of 
morality and of happiness.’’ Dr. G..- 
Stanley Hall, in his introduction,

HIS is not a real book review, by a regular 
reviewer. It is merely an outline of the 
mental reaction of a teacher of reading 

who is always looking for new books which will 
repay the reader. “His Children’s Children” 
meets that test. 

Not knowing M#. Arthur Train personally, 
but having a sincere admiration for his short 
stories in which the extraordinarily human 
. lawyer, Ephraim. Tutt, appears, I naturally 
approached this full-bodied novel, in which that 
familiar figure is lacking, with some misgiv- 
ings. They were unnecessary. Here is a book 


which does for the New York of our own day - 


what Thackeray’s “Vanity Fair” did for the 
London of a hundred years ago. It lifts the 
curtain and shows us in behind the scenes. 
Now of course a book which does that must 
necessarily shock the “unco’ guid.” Let-them 
“recover, if they can, from their shock, or else 
leave the book alone. What the rest of us ordi- 
nary mortals want is to have a picture of what 
is really going on in our world to-day, and per- 
haps a hint of how we can help to better it. 
Mr. Train telis the story of a New York 

family, founded on what he calls “piracy,” and 
luxuriating in what I suppose may be taken as 
the rich Manhattan brand of “normalcy.” De- 
limit that recently invented and unlovely word, 
by quotation marks if you please, and there 
still remains the question whether the normal 
life of New York is quite that which is depicted 
in this book. Out of some forty years’ expe- 
rience I should say that it is not. There are 
plenty of “old families” in the big town, repu- 
table, responsible, well to do, influential peo- 
ple, who live orderly and d tly, with r 

for what Thomas Hardy calls “that’ purity of 
iife upon which the wellbeing of society de- 
pends.” -There are also hundreds of thousands 
of families who live by hard daily toil, mivacu- 
lously sustained and cheered by the purnose of 
making a home in which the wife and mother 
shall be protected and the children shall have. 
a fair chance to grow up into a clean, intelli- 





gent manhood and womanhood. This is the - 


vital force of the great city. “his is what 
keeps it going and saves it from becoming a 
mere den of wild beasts. 

Mr. Train has this in his background. « But 
in his foreground he puts (as an author has a 
right to do) his own particular subject: namely, 
the futility of the attempt to found an endur- 
ing “house” upon mere wealth or fashion. 
This theme he sets forth with admirable 
lucidity and ruthlessness. 

What is the “sassiet’” which he depicts? 
Gilded sawdust! There is absolrtely nothing in 
it in which a real man or woman’ could find 
satisfaction. That is what tue author intended 
and that is what he has achieved—an exhibition 
of Vanity Fair. 

There are three principal characters in the 
book—that is to say, characters whom the 
author likes and to whom he wishes to do jus- 
tice, Grandfather Peter B. Kayne, the old con- 
verted pirate, lives‘ in the third story of the 
great. mansion. which he has founded, and 


amuses himself by feeding the squirrels and -. 


ee eee

—just as a converted pirate ought to do. Lloyd 
Maitland, the evident hero, succeeds in being 
thoroughly decent without talking too much 


, about it. - Diana Kayne, the huntress divinity, 


is awakened out of her sport-life by the moral 
and physical automobile smashup. of her rapid 
young sister Sheila, and realizes that she her- 
self has a heart unsatisfied and a responsibility 
unfulfilled. 

There are other characters in the book, of 
course, and the author draws them, sometimes 


‘slowly, sometimes swiftly, but always deftly. 


He has the gift of the graphic and revealing 
phrase. Mr. Pepperill, the aristocratic lawyer 
of millionaires, “was a slender old man with 
tiny bones and a small, birdlike head. . . . 
He tapped his finger tips tegether with a deli- 
cate air, for he liked to drive the team of des- 
tiny with a gossamer rein.” Mrs. Rufus Kayne, 
the incompetent mother and bridge addict, “was 
placid, nerveless, kindly; her favorite color was 
terra-cotta, and she was passionately fond of 
emeralds.” There are some capital descriptions 
of city scenery in the book. The author knows 
how his New-York looks in every hour of the 
twenty-four. 

But his main purpose is to depict the flaring 
futility, the crazy doings and the imbecile say- 
ings of the gilded crew into which New York’s 
old imaginary “four hundred” has suddenly ex- 
panded since the world war. ' He does his paint- 
ing with a relentless and truthful hand. But it 
seems to me that it is a mistake to suppose or 
suggest that this kind of thing is new, that it is 
the result of the war, that America never saw 
anything like it before. It is not different 
from what some people did in the Victorian 
age. There is more of it; that is the only 
change, and it is a dangerous one, 

1 knew a girl on Long Island in 1872 who 


‘was exactly like Diana Kayne in her sport pe- 


riod. The famous party at the Rumpels which 
Mrs. Brice-Brewster describes with mild horror 
in. the. eighth. chapter of. this. book,.was— no. 
wilder than one which was given in Baltimore 
in the last quarter of the nineteenth century. 
It was a big, splendid house, and the lights 
went out, and the men and girls were dis- 
covered in the coal cellar, not far from the 
wine bins. In this. genre.there is really noth- 
ing new. [It is simply the recrudescence of 
that barbarism against which religion and civ- 
ilization have had to fight from the beginning. 
Civilization means mutual responsibility; re- 
ligion means that you must answer to God. 


‘Materialism denies both, and is therefore self- 


destroying. 

Mr. Train does not preach this directly, but 
he, puts it into the mouth of one of his char- 
acters, Peter Parradym, the novelist, who (I 
guess) represents the author. This is what he 
says, in the twentieth chapter: “I’m doing a 
novel of three generations of the New: York of 
to-day. It’s interesting work, very, notwith- 
standing that nobody ever~ believes what you 
say, even though it’s true. They’re right, in a 


‘way; mere facts. don’t constitute truth, any. 


more than a nose, eyes and teeth make a face. 
I know my facts—they’re pretty bad—and hard 
penser ntekesididh "em, but the inference to be 


drawn from them is another matter. It would 
take = wiser chap than Tam to say what we're 
coming to;. whether this so-called revolt-upon 
the part of the young is in the end going to 
make life saner or plunge us permanently into 
sensuality.

ever he turns. Penniless most of the 
time, he subsists by the chance dol- 
lars he can scrape up through a 
few early paintings. Always he 
paints with a feverish intensity, a 
ferocity that is communicated to the 
reader in ea finely terse manner by 
Thomas Craven. Living in a dirty 
hole of a room he is about at the 
end of his string when Nettie, ‘‘ the 
Hungarian hag,’’ a woman of the 
streets, comes into his life. From 
that time on Carlock is provided for. 
At least, he has enough money ‘to 
buy food and tubes of paint. His 
one-man exhibition is a dreadful 
failure, and he receives nothing but 
ridicule from it, but he goes on, 
painting the old canvases over (a 
Gauguin touch here) and contemp- 
tuous of the art critics and the pub 
lic. When the smash comes and 
he is destroyed he is to be found 
-painting feverishly to the last. 

This is the sort of book that makes 
the reader start with the realiza- 
tion of the potentialities that rest 
in tne proper exploitation of art 
themeg in fiction. Romain Rolland 
did it for the musician. It has not 
yet been thoroughly done for the 
painter. Both Maugham and Craven 
scored partial failures. But the in- 
tent was there, and so, too, was 
the consistency.

In one way Mr. Craven improves 
on Maugham. It is obvious that he

of these facts, his conversations ring 
with sincerity. 

Carlock is a characterization of 
great strength. He is the revela- 
tion of a single impulse (always 
doomed to failure, as these impulser 
are in a world that never reaches 
ultimate conclusions), and his te- 
nacious ambition is drawn in a hard, 
yet sympathetic manner that is un- 
usual in American fiction. Nettie, 
vulgar, often filthy, is drawn. with. 
out an iota of sentimentalism, and 
yet the reader feels a spontaneous 
pity for her. This stout, moron 
like courtesan, whose only value in 
life is to be Carlock’s model, will be 
remembered. The outline of Car- 
lock’s life is drawn with swif\ 
strokes. There is no pausing for 
extended analyses, but through a 
series of rapidly moving pictures the 
artist is fashioned into a full-length 
figure of majestic proportions. Ont 
may not like Carlock but one mus‘ 
admire him.

The heroine of Mrs. Harker's novel, 
“The Really Romantic Age,’’ alsc 
has rounded well into the fourth 
decade and it is interesting :o com- 
pare the pre-war and the post-war 
view .of that stage of woman's life. 
It is particularly interesting to note 
how conservative, normal, almost 
Victorian, the post-war woman of 
40 has become, in comparison with 
the erratic, ‘egotistical, self-indul- 
gent, psychopathic heroine of a 
dozen years ago. Has the fictional 
pendulum begun its backward swing 
into the far reaches of conservatism? 
And it-so does that indicate that the 
writers of fiction have discovered 
fresh evidences of conservatism in 
the modern woman's heart? 

At any rate, Mrs. Harker's heroine, 
Mellory Upton, has preserved in 
character and temperament some 
qualities distinctly Victorian even if 
she has combined them with others 
that are, quite as distinctly, of the 
present day. Possibly her work 
during the war among the girls of 
the munition factories had devel- 
oped and nurtured these qualities. 
The hero, John Mill, a bachelor 
of fifty self-sacrificing years, seems 
even less characteristic of the pres- 
ent tithe than does she. Doubtless 
a good many readers will find it very 
satisfactory to escape from the kind 
of company most novelists insist 
upon forcing upon them and recup- 
erate their jazz-weary minds in the 
society of these two gentle, self-for- 
getful, courteous, old-fashiot.ed peo- 
ple. Both of them have spent their 
lives in loving service for others and 
when, in quiet, sober middle age, the 
possibility of love and happiness 
dawns upon them they can hardly 
believe themselves worthy. It is in 
their attitude toward each other and 
toward this happiness that the 
author discovers the rich possibilities 
of romance in middle age. He 
shy, gentle heroine is inspired to 
such romantic feeling that, being 
sure as any girl of 18 that what has 
happened to her is uniquely won- 
derful, she cannot bear to have 
it desecrated by a wedding such as 
other people have, but wants to rurt 
away and be married in all possible 
Privacy. 

It is a charming story told with 
sensitive feeling for delicate tones of 
character and temperament, and the 
author makes quite real and alive 
not only the hero and the heroine 
but most_of the subordinate charac- 
ters also.

SKEETERS KIRBY 


SKEETERS KIRBY. By Edgar Lee 
Masters. New York: The Macmil- 
lan Company. 

FTER a careful perusal of 
“ Skeeters Kirby,” one is in- 
clined to wonder whether Mr. 

Masters is not more successful as 
novelist than as poet. His verse, 
even at its best, has none of those 
attributes that differentiate god 
poetry from prose, while it is marked 
with many of those qualities that 
distinguish good prose from poetry. 
But in writing fictiun he 1s handi- 
capped by none of the technical ob- 
stacles of a vehicle he has not com- 
pletely mastered; he can not only 
give freer rein to his thoughts but 
can avoid the wooden diction that 
cramps most of his blank verse, And 
as Mr. Masters ‘is a writer who deals 
primarily with the prosaic facts of 
life rather than with ethereal ecsta- 
sies and far-flung flights of fancy, 
prose is the medium that gives his 
talent the widest range of expres- 
sion. 

** Skeeters Kirby '’ is a novel that 
will afford few surprises but many 
delights to one who has followed the 
author’s previous work. For it deals 
with a realm with which Mr. Masters 
has proved himself familiar in his 
** Domesday Book,’’ in -his ‘*‘ Spoon 
River Anthology,’’ and in innumer- 
able long blank verse dissertations. 
It is a realm in which the glamour 
and romance of Springtime are nc 
more than a memory, a realm of 
gilded pleasure halls, of blasé youths 
and worldly women, of sordid strug- 
gles and sullied aspirations, of 
dreams that wither and of hopes 
that are blasted, of self-seeking and 
of the perpetual enticement of sex, 
of sex in its aspects of ugliness 
rather than of beauty, sex as it ap- 
pears to the cabaret dancer rather 
than to the dreamer or the idealist. 

In its method the novel is autobio- 
graphical, and. one suspects that 
more than a little is authentic auto- 
biography. ‘‘ Skeeters Kirby,'’ whom 
Mr. Masters first introduced in a 
former novel, ‘‘Mitch Miller,’’ tells 
the story of his life from childhood 
to middle age, first speaking in the 
ungrammatical language of a school- 
boy, but before long achieving a ma- 
turer diction. His childish trials and 
struggles enlist our sympathy, and 
he is more appealing as a boy than 
he is ever to be as a man. As a youth 
he falls in love with a certain Wini- 
fred Hervey, a brilliant, delicate 
creature, who awakens in him the 
only unsullied devotion he ever feels; 
but with her death the most entranc- 
ing and fragrant’ chapter in his life 
closes, and from that time forth his 
character gradually degenerates 
Urged by his father, he studies law 
instead of following his own desires 
and devoting himself to ftiterature, 
he goes tu Chicago seeking employ- 
ment, and achieves a measurable de- 
gree of success in the legal field; 
and meanwhile he engages in a 
series of love affairs, even going so 
far as to engage himself to a mil- 
lionaire’s daughter while paying reg- 
ular attentions to another lady. 
When the engagement is broken, he 
proceeds at once to marry his aux- 
iliary love; but he divorces her upon 
learning some unsavory details re- 
garding her past, and sets out in the 
vain pursuit of a third woman. In 
the end we find him involved in 
meshes of uncertainty, successful in 
a worldly way, and yet somehow 
filled with a sense of futility and 
failure, somehow lonely and discon- 
tented, but at the same time resolved 
lo fight his way to some more satis- 
factory and desirable goal. 

In the figure of Skeeters Kirby 
Mr. Masters has achieved an excel- 
lent piece of characterization, 
created a personality that is gen- 
uine and convincing, although cer- 
tainly not always attractive. But, as 
Mr. Masters himself somewhere re- 
marks, authors are not to be blamed 
for the evil their characters do; it is 
sufficient if those characters are in- 
teresting and real. And Skeeters 
Kirby assuredly is both real and in- 


teresting, distinctly human both in | THE 


his virtues and in his shortcomings. 
The entire book, moreover, is de- 
cidedly entertaining; it is written

Mr. Moroso knows his 
subject well and he celebrates with 
sympathetic understanding the feats 
performed by the fire-fighting men, 
horses and dogs of those days. 
Cap Fallon, head of a company, is 
the central figure of most of the 
stories. In the first of the tales 
motorization has begun and Cap 
Fallon is being retired. He buys a 
little fartn in Jersey, back of the 
Fort Lee ferry, and takes thither 
Molly, a former fire horse, recap- 
tured from a cruel owner into whose 
hands she had fallen after dismissal, 
and Danny,a Dalmatian mascot with 
a proud ancestry of several genera- 
tions of dog mascots of fire com- 
panies. To admiring audiences 
around his open fire and on his door. 
step he tells tales of the days when 
he was a ‘‘ smoke eater’’ of prowess 
and fimous achievements. And now 
and then he hitches Molly to his 
farm wagon, takes Danny and drives 
over to the city, there to be caught, 
usually, in some fire adventure 
where his help becomes of high im- 
portance. There is more or less 
humor in many of the stories, as in 
that of Garibald, the monkey mas- 
cot, who gets the firemen irto 
trouble by skillful light-fingeredness; 
there is much sentiment in all of 
them and they give some realistic 
and inspiring portrayals of heroic 
actions. 





PELHAM AFFAIR 


THE PELHAM AFFAIR. By Louis

NHERENT probability is not the 
essential factor in a detective 
story that it is in the novel of 

manners and customs, of character 
and locality. It does not need even 
to be plausible, and nobody who is 
capable of enjoying a detective story 
would ever ask or expect -it to be 
convincing. Indeed, it is a peculiar- 
ity of this kind of tale that the less 
plausible, even probable, it is the 
more interesting it is likely to be, 
provided, of course, it is contrived 
and written with skill and taste and 
discretion. For one reads it chiefly 
for the sake of the unusual, the in- 
genious, and the astounding inci- 
dents it narrates and the skill with 
which they are developed and woven 
together. 

Louis Tracy, as his readers well 
know, has proved many times in 
the past that he has, in-ample meas- 
ure, the fertility and ingenuity of 
invention and the skill and the story- 
telling instinct that produce the kind 
of detective yarn warranted to keep 
the reader’s eyes glued to the page 
until the end. He has written so 
many stories that sometimes his per- 
formance has fallen considerably be- 
low his own best examples, but in 
this new novel he keeps well up to 
his highest achievement, and tel's a 
breezy, swiftly running, ingenious, 
fascinating tale of certain operations 
of the Criminal Investigation De- 
partment of Scotland Yard whereby 
is nipped a quite atsounding and 
highly reprehensible scheme. It is 
an aftermath of the war and a part 
of its mysterious features includes 
the machinations and quarrels of 
three international crooks who had 
been German spies of many apd ef- 
ficlemt activities. They have built up 
a plot for personal aggrandizement, 
or, rather, one of them has done so 
with supreme success and the other 
two have turned on him and are 
bent on revenge because he has de- 
serted them. A mice English girl, 
Pretty and charming and very spir- 
ited, is abeut to be sacrificed ta tne 
further success of the traitorous 
one, and an army officer, returning 
to England after seven years of ab- 
sence, gets innocently entangled in 
the ramifications of the scheme. Bul 





Scotiand Yard is atready interested 
and two of its officials are presently 
deeply absorbed in the unfolding 
events. They are very charming 
men, these two detectives, and Mr. 
Tracy can hold himself responsible 
if the flappers of London and New 
York begin to transfer their atten- 
tion from movie and stage masculine 
stars to membcrs.of the Secret Ser. 
vice. They are also very ingenious 
and very capable, and while they are 
amusing the reader with their con- 
stant chaffing of each other they are 
picking up and following clues and 
fostering their accumulating evi- 
dence. Mr. Tracy manages the de- 
velopments and gradually reveals 
and piles up his proofs very skillfully 
and entertainingly.

DVENTURES in plenty, wild, 
unusual scenes, unique expe- 
riences, perils strange, deadly,

José joins 
their party and they go up the Tiger 
River and penetrate far into the 
mountain jungle of the upper 
reaches of the Amazon in search of 
gold. They join battle with the 
head-hunters, they meet. weird.

force them down a steep, hidden, 
dangerous trail, and within a wide 
valley they find a plantation directed 
by a young woman of Spanish de- 
scent, who brutalizes her slaves by 
keeping them under the influence of 
a drug. The white men narrowly es- 
cape drinking the fatal brew and 
finally they join forces with a tribe 
of white Indians and exterminate 
the followers of Circe. Of course, 
they find the gold, vast treasures of 
it, that had been mined by Circe’s 
forebears. An earthquake, at an op- 
portune moment, saves the adven- 
turers a great deal of trouble, tu 
say nothing of ali their lives. 

These are only a few of the thou- 
sand and one adventures and perils 
that befall them, while at the end 
the ambitious scheme that José re- 
veals to his comrades as they set 
forth on their homeward journey, 
leaving him in the jungle, opens a 
vista of such strenuous and excit 
ing times for him as make even 
these seem tame and pale. For 
José, having acquired as wives the 
nine daughters of the chief of the 
white Indians, plans to. people the 
wilderness with sons of his owr 
fighting mettle, drive back the head- 
hunters and make himself King ot 
No Mani’s Land. 

Mr. Friel has himself explored the 
region in which his story is scened 
and therefore his setting has the au- 
thority of first-hand knowledge. His 
background is always carefully por- 


trayed and makes a vivid impres- 


sion, although the constant excite- 
ments of his story tend to draw the 
reader’s attention away from the 
wild surroundings through which it 
is carried.

SENECA INDIAN MYTHS. Cotlected 
Jeremiah Curtin. 511 pp. New 
York: B. P. Dutton & Co. $5. 


ERE are ninety-one~ stories, 


as old as the hilts; surety to 
all intents and purposes would seem 
to be. A generation and more ago 
they were taken down exactly as

It was a lucky chance 
that afforded Sir Philip Gibbs (not 
a knight then) his opportunity; and 
this chance rested upon the fact that 
he started a day later tnan the other 
reporters in the race to Copenhagen 
to meet the Hans Egede. the ship 
bringing Dr. — Cook to port. 

QR yi Sir Philir 
went to a ae where he noticed a 
woman whom -he knew. She was 
the wife of Knud. Rasmussen, the 
Arctic explorer, and in conversation 
with her he gathered that she 
wanted to be one of the first to greet 
Cook, that a launch had been made 
ready at Elsinore to zo down the 
Cattegat to meet the Hans Egede, 
but that the fog had spoiled every- 
thing.» The launch was to leave the 
next morning and the last train for 
Elsinore had left Copenhagen. Sir 
Philip hired an automobiie to drive 
the entire distance, and they got 
there early in the morning. At first 
there was a setback when the Direc- 
tor of the Danish Greenland Com- 
pany refused to permit Mrs. Ras- 
mussen to go on the Jaunch. But 
he allowed Sir Philip and several 
Danish reporters aboard, and so the 
Englishman went down the bay to 
meet Cook, leaving all the other 
English reporters and American cor- 
respondents in blissful Ignorance in 
Copenhagen. It is interesting to 
read Sir Philip's first impression of 
Dr. Cook after boarding the Hans 
Egede. 

I studied the appearance of Dr. 
Cook. He was not bearded, but 
had a well-shaven chin. He had 
2 powerful face, with 2 rather 
heavy nose and “wonderfully blue 
eyes. There was something queer 
about his eyes, 1 thought. They 
avoided a direct gaze. He seemed 
excited, laughed a good deal, 
talked volubly, and was restless 
with his hands, strong seaman’s 
hands. But I liked the look of 
him. He seemed to me typical ‘of 
Anglo-Saxon explorey—hard, sim- 
ple, true. 





Dr. Cook evaded an interview at} 


first, but later reluctantly consented 
to one. He explained, ‘‘ with a 
strange defensive look,’’ that he hac 
no diary, that all his papers were on 
Whitney's yacht, which was on its 
way to America. Sir Philip in- 
sisted: “ Perhaps I could see your 
astronomical observations? ”’ Dr. 
Cook answered heatedly and with 
words that aroused the first suspi- 
cion of fraud in Sir Philip’s mind. 
‘* Haven't I told you that I brought 
no papers? * * * You believed 
Ni and A d and Sver- 
drup. They had only their story to 
tell. Why don’t you believe me? "’ 
Sir Philip asserts that -he contra- 
dicted himself several times during 
the course of the interview. Pres- 
ently the boat docked. 

Dr. Cook came out of his cabin 
with a livid look, almost green. I 
never saw guilt and fear more 
clearly written on any human face. 
He could hardly pull himself to- 
gether when the Crown Prince of 
Denmark boarded his ship and of- 
fered the homage of Denmark to 
his glorious achievement. 

But that was the only time in 
which I saw Cook lose his nerve. 
Sir Philip wrete his story with a 

definite challenge to Cook’s claim of 
discovering the pole. After that 
anxious days followed, for the re- 
porter knew he must stand or fall 
by this story, that his career rested 
in his establishing its veracity. 


The details of the coil of evi- 
dence I wove about the feet of 
Cook need not be told in full. He 
« aimed he had told his full 
story to a famous ex- 
morer in Copenhagen, and that 
Sverdrup pledged his own honor 
in proof of his achievement. 

Afterward I interviewed Sver- 
drup and obtai a stat 
from him that Cook had given no 
proof whatever of his claim. 

He professed to have handed his 
written narrative and astronomical 
observations to the University of 
Copenhagen, and it was claimed 
on his behalf by the Danish press 
that these had been ex- 
amined by astronomical and geo-

Sir Philip had some nasty moments 
in establishing these facts, Once 
every paper in the world carried the 
report that the rector of Copenhagen 
University had repudiated his inter- 
view with the reporter, and Sir 
Philip, taking witnesses ‘with him. 
had a difficult time in pinning the 
rector down to a signed statement. 
Then there was a letter from Knud 
Rasmussen to his wife directly as- 
serting that. Dr. Cook was a knave 
and a liar. Mrs. Rasmussen, after 
showing this to Gibbs, who, of 
course, used jit in a djspatch, for- 
mally denied that her hushang had 
ever written such words. However. 
after a search Sir Philip found the 
crumpled bit of paper upon which 
Peter Freuken had set down the im- 
portant paragraph from Rasmus- 
sen’s letter and Oscar Hansen had 
translated it into English. Writing 
of Dr. Cook’s appearance at Copen- 
hagen University, Sir Philjp states: 

His manner at all times, after 
that temporary breakdown on the 
Hans Egede, was convincing. It 
was marvellous on the day when 
the doctor’s degree—the highest 
honor of the university—was con- 
ferred upon him, and before all the 
learned men there he ascended the 

pulpit of the university chapel and_ 
in a solemn oration stretched out 
his arms and said: ‘“ I show vou 
my hands—they are clean! "’ 

At that moment I was wemges 
to believe that Cook- believed 
had been to the North Pole. ~ thn 
times, remembering the manner of 
the man, I am tempted to think so 
still—though now there is no doubt 
that he never went anywhere near 
his goal. 

The entire story is extremely en- 
tertaining as Sir Philip tells it, and 
his second narrative should be 
awaited with interest. 


The first paragraph of Arnold 
Whitridge’s “A Backwater of Ro- 
manticism,’’ to be found in the 
March issue of the North American 


Review, should be enough to arouse}: 


the curiosity of readers and inveigle 
them into a complete perusal. it 
runs: 


The Rue de la Vieille Lanterne, 
one of the most unsavory streets 
of Old Paris, no longer exists ex- 
cept in the lithographs of Gustave 
Doré and Celestin Nanteuil. Its 
place is now occupied by the Thé-

rather- notorious, for only nus 
thing—the suicide of Gérard de 
Nerval. On the morning of Feb. 
26, 1855, a man was seen hanging 
from one of the lower windows of 
a sordid rooming house. If the 
first passer-by had been quick 
enough he might still have found 
traces of life, but by the time the 
gendarmes arrived it was too late. 
There was nothing to do but cut 
down the body, send it to the 
morgue and search the pockets for 
identification. Who was it? Evi- 
dently an author, a dreamer of 
strange dreams, to judge from the 
manuscript found on him, one who 
had known the inside of a maison 
de santé and had apparently been 
Later in the 
day Théophile Gautier recognized 


: the body as that of le bon Gérard. 


There is no reason to suppose that 
he was the victim of foul play. 
Gérard had no enemies bevond his 
own dreams, and, besides, his 
thoughts were known to have been 
running along dangerous channels 
for a long time. The verv letters 
in his pocket told of an impulse to 
throw himself into the Seine. and 
obviously when the suicidal mania 
attacked him again he had suc- 
cumbed. Romanticism, the long- 
ing for the unknown and the in- 
visible, had reached its logical con- 
clusion. 

Gérard de Nerval (or to give him 
his right name, Gérard Labrunie) 
is one of the most interesting figures 
in the French literature of the first 
half of the nineteenth century. The 
first years of his life were of Arca- 
dian’ simplicity in the village of 
Loisy. Coming to Paris, he became

the friend of Arsene Houssaye and 
Théophile Gautier. He ‘‘ poured in- 
numerable buckets into the bottom- 
less well of journalism.’’ He estab- 
lished a magazine called Le Monde 
Theatral. He fell in love with Jenny 
Colon, an actress,who married some- 
‘body else and whom De Nerval never 
forgot. Beset by her image he trav- 
eled; Italy, 
could not stop. His fancies, 
oe apProached madness after 
he returned to Puris. ‘* One morn- 
ing he was found walking through 
the Palais Royal leading qa lobster 
on the end of g blue ribbon.”’ 
Whitridge statea that “at no time 
wag he either a drunkard or a drug 
fiend. If we must find a reason for 
his madness, It waa his inability to 
forget, coupled with an abnormally 
weak mental digestion.’’ The essay- 
ist goes on to state; 

A further cause of insanity was 
his growing delusion that the end 
of the world was at hand. One 
night he drove to the house of 
Heinrich Heine, with whom he had- 
become very intimate, and ordered 
him to make ready at once for the 
Day of Judgment. The poet stared 
at him open-mouthed, but Mad

Salt-Sea Gloucester 


By CHARLES J.~ROSEBAULT 
LOUCESTER is. greatly agi- 
tated. Not on the surface. 
The narrow sidewalks of Main 
Street are thronged with the 

same easy-going, gossipping folk. 

who dart off suddenly into. the 
maelstrom. of motor cars with the 
superb indifference to signals, yells, 
teotings and objurgations to be ex- 
pected of those whose ancestors 
laughed in: the face of gale and: 
storm. In front of the offices where 
marine. information is gathered and 
given out the weather-beaten ones 
stand stolidly by the hour or ex- 
change confidences with an air of 
mystery. The curious listener may 
catch a reference to the sailing of 
the Lizzie Jane or the arrival of the 

Mary Ann. Just so it has been years 

without end, éxcept that once there 

weré horses instead of Lizzles and 
prouder cars. 

But the excitement is there, just 
the same. It is visible in the local 
newspapers. Hardly a letter goes 
out which has not some reference to 
it. Innumerable meetings of special 
committees, lectures and harangues, 
as well as earnest talk where neigh- 
bors meet of an evening, all go to 
prove that the true Gloucesterite is 
really aroused. Naturally enough. 
As one spokesman has well said: “ It 
is comparatively a new experience 
in the United States for a city to 
celebrate a three hundredth anni- 
versary of its settlement.” Surely a 
modest as well as moderate state- 
ment. 

Beginning Aug. 26 ,and closing 
Sept.-1, the town will be given over 
to the celebrants of the arrival of 
that party of fishermen and farmers 
which sailed from Dorchester, Eng- 
land, and settled at _Fisherman’s 
Field, now Fort Stage Park. The 
historians of Gl ster intain 
that there was an earlier venture 
into Gloucester Harbor; that the 
Vinland of the Norsemen was really 
Cape Ann, and one feature of the 
celebration will be the appearance of 
the Long Dragon, in which vessel 
the daring. voyage was alleged to 
have been made. 

But this is only an incident in a 
program crowded with stirring and 
picturesque events. There will be 
a facsimile of the ship in which the 
gallant Champlain sailed into what 
he termed ‘‘ beautiful Gloucester 
Harbour,” ‘and another of that which 
brought the Dorchester colonists. A 
great pageant, parades—including, of 
course, the local firemen—a grand 
chorus, illuminations under the 
guidance of John Hays Hammond 
Jr., the wireless wizard; races of 
fishermen’s. boats, for which Sir 
Thomas Lipton and Colonel John 
Prentiss have already offered prizes; 
a fisheries exhibit, showing fisher- 
men’s tools and practices from the 
earliest days of the Colony to date; 





other attractions fertile brains may 
develop. One hundred thousand 
visitors are expected, say the root- 
ers, in which event there should be 
an army of tents on Dogtown Cam- 
mon for the overflow. Never mind 
if there is a bit of overcrowding, 
with such a neighborly spirit pre- 
vailing.

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Players East and West 


NE Fritz Kreisler does - not 
make a symphony orchestra 
—nor one star a play. So 
much we have been told 
many times. Yet, though 
symphonies are not deranged for the 
sake of a temperamental first vio- 
lin, plays are still made and tin- 
kered out of recognition for tem- 
peramental leading men—and leading 
women. ‘The conductor of the or- 
ebestra is master with his baton 
over all his instruments, but the 
stage director may be a poor hiréling 
hack of the producer and master 
only over supernumeraries. He may 
also be the star's handy man. _ It 
.is permitted on our stage—it is even 
somewhat the custom that he 
should be. 

Yet a play is a concerted piece in 
which the players are not merely 
players, but parts of the whole. Bo 
it is still written that the actor 
plays “a part.”—even a “‘ fat part.” 

Lately there has come to this city 
(to which nowadays so much comes 
from abroad and afar) a company of 
players who are, so to . an 
orchestra of players—who have a 
director and no star—who have had 
much practice in playing together 
under one master. There has been 
much talk of them, and because 
they are artists and Russians the 
Russian art of the stage has as- 
sumed a certain air of special and 
extraordinary magic. Here one may 
fancy as he reads what is so abun- 
dantly written—here is a country 
where genius is indigenous, and all 
these visitors are touched with a 
divine fire. 

In a play of theirs with some 
thirty characters (Gorky's “ The 
Lower Depths’’) not less than 
twenty men and women have parts 
which call for the best that the actor 
can give. It is done so consum- 
mately that the layman in front 
cannot for the life of him determine 
which is a leading part and which 
is not. Without a program and un- 
familiar with the actors’ persons, he 
would be hard put to it to distin- 
guish the work of the more cele- 
brated members of that company 
from the work of the least cele- 
brated. It is so, and it is admirable. 

The argument consequently runs 
this way: Either these actors really 
are all geniuses—or none of them is. 
But such a galaxy of genius being 
inconceivable in one company, ob- 
viously none of them can be what 
all of them must be if any is. The 
alternative is that all are merely 
practiced and finished players upon 
their instruments, and that their 
parts are cunningly orchestrated. 
‘The genius, if any, is the genius of 
the director. Even that may be 
something ess—a combination of 
devotion, talent, patience, practice— 
and the phenomenon still to be ac- 
counted for. 

The magic secret is in the art of 
the orchestration, and long practice 
in playing together so far simplifies 
the task of the man with the baton 
that the miraculous at least is elimi- 
nated. Or may be for those who are 
reluctant to accept the supernatural. 
In this is no detraction from the 
merit or the art of the Russians, 
whose work is superlative. It is 
merely a way of getting what they 
do into focus, as it were, with what 
others are doing or may do. 

We also have stage directors, but 
none of our directors has ever man- 
aged to hold a company together as 
symphony orchestras are often held 
together year after year, and as these 
Russians are held together. Some of 
our men have been not incredibly ac- 
cused of genius—like Belasco—but 
these have mostly hitched their 
wagon not to a company but to a 
star or stars. If a symphony or- 
chestra were to engage Paderewski 
for a specially interpolated pianv 
and Kreisler for first violin, play the 
whole score with an ear to the spe- 
cial expression of two instruments, 
deliberately suppress the horns, give 
the woodwinds as of no account to 
second-rate performers upon the 
harmonica, and then attempt to play 
Tchaikovsky's “* Pathétique,” say, 
the result would hardly please the 
patrons of music. Yet patrons of the 
theatre have endured this sort of 
thing, and even seemed to like it. 
Only the play suffered—and the 
public taste. 

Of late among us there have been 
companies whose directors have not 


usually made more reputation than 
money, but they have produced ef- 
fects, sometimes, not utterly uncom- 
parable to those of the Russians. 
Particularly have the Theatre 
Guild's players done so, though they 
have only (like some orchestras) a 
nucleus of more or less —permanent 
artists, and these permanent artists 
are no more under suspicion of 
genius than their directors. 

Good workmen they are with the 
habit and spirit of team work which 
the transient artists (often of much 
greater reputation) seem to catch 
and profit by. ‘‘ Liliom '’ was evi- 
dence -of that contagion and “ He 
Who Gets Slapped’’—and “ John 
Ferguson "’ and.‘' Mr. Pim Passes 
By.’’ There is even a trace of it in 
“ Peer Gynt.” 

.Not very different from the Rus- 
sians—except in degree—these Amer- 
ican players: have yet for their ex- 
pression had to go to Europe for 
material. The Russians find theirs 
at home, which makes for truth, 
simplicity and sincerity. Or ought 
to. Smaller . groups of our own 
actors who have used natiye-grown 
plays and playlets have seemed to 
fail because they chose what was 
native grown only in a sense. The 
thing was really a hot-bed growth 
from the too richly mixed soil of 
New York's. composite population of 
People from  elsewhere—anywhere 
from Kansas to east of Suez. 

Strong, rank, unwholesome stuff, 
with a taint of quite unnative gloom, 
it served. But it served only the 
jaded palate of the transplanted folk 
that. made it. No wonder foreign 
plays usurped the place of it when 
the little companies grew up into 
the Theatre Guild. In the foreign 
work is the life of a people at least, 
not the limitations of a marooned 
company of casuals. 

There have been other directors 
who have preferred the rounded com- 
pany to the star and his retinue. 
Winthrop Ames has specialized in 
starless plays, and attempted com-’ 
panies like that of the original Little 
Theatre. Juater there was “ Pierrot 
the Prodigal,’’ which was starless in 
intention until the blaze of a red 
head in the midst of it so captured 
the naive American imagination that 
all that polished and finished im- 
ported pantomine was nothing with- 
out Margot Kelly. 

Here is a clamant example of 
what can happen to @ company of 
artists among us. For Margot was 
the least artist in the lot.. But she

ous red. Deprived of that mop Pier- 
rot had to close up shop in mid-tour. 

Just recently Mr. Ames has pre- 
sented another starless play. Clem- 
ence Dane's ‘‘ Will Shakespeare °’ 
will serve to pin down another of our 
weaknesses. It is a play of vivid 
dramatic quality, of pulsating and 
Piercing humanity, and borrows a 
double magic from historic pageantry 
and tragic passion. Shakespeare 
and Queen Elizabeth are names to 
conjure with. Also it is a piece 
which needs, not twenty skilled play- 
ers like Gorky's play of outcast 
cellar-dwellers, but barely six—three 
women and three men. 

Mr, Ames found three women equal 
to all that could be asked. Miss 
Haidee Wright 4s Queen Elizabeth 
is not inferior to any Moscow Art 
Theatre player in any part you 
+choose. Miss Winifred Lenihan as 
Anne Hathaway and Miss Katharine 
Cornell as that insolent and

ate minx Mary Fitton do equal 
credit to their assuined incarnations 
and to the art they profess. Each 
of the three seems (under Mr. 
Ames’s direction) to have done that 
trick of getting inside her part and 
into the very life of the play which 
is advertised as the specialty of Mr. 
Stanislavsky's imported artists. 
The perfection of Miss Wright’s 
Elizabeth—as a thing expressed from 
within—is’ only matched in this 
writer’s recent observation in the 
Russian Kachaloff’s Gaieff, the in- 
effectual aristocratic brother in 
Tchekhoff's “‘ The Cherry Orchard.” 


Kachaloff is counted by those who 


pretend to most expertness in the 
matter. the flower of the Muscovite 
players. Miss Wright is not even 
listed among the stars of the West. 

So far all is admirable. But of the 
fen in Mr. Ames’s ‘** Will Shake- 
speare ” only Henslowe lives in John 
L. Shine. Marlowe is a palpable imi- 
tation, and Will Shakespeare. was 
never out of twentieth century 
America in all his life. This in spite 
of the best intentions of Mr. Otto 
Kruger and a very respectable skill 
in his own limited field of histri- 
onics. How can this innocent Amer- 
ican juvenile be Wild Will of Strat- 
ford and the Globe? He isn’t. 

It is said that Mr. Ames took some 
trouble to find a better Shakespeare 
and could not: But what appears 
without going into that is this: Our 
stage as we find it supplied three 
admirable women for three. exacting 
parts and only one adequate man for 
three other parts rather less exact- 
ing, all of them. : 

In other words, inferentially, our 
women players are better than, our 
men players—they take their art 
more seriously, the young ones es- 
pecially. -For two of these women 
are quite young, and their experi- 
ence is more limited than their in- 
telligence and application. 

It is not invidious to take stock of 
the fact that in this country the 
serious stage attracts a higher class 
of women than of men, and that the 
younger women take the stage very 
seriously. Their work shows it, as 
any considerate and more or less 
regular theatregoer must have ob- 
served. 

For the sake of serious men play- 







































in particular are on another footing 
in Muscovy, though even there is a 
bourgeois prejudice. It fs recorded 
that Stanislavsky changed his“name 
from Alexieff because his respect- 
able family objected to his adopting 
a stage career in preference to a de- 
cent berth in a counting room. 
The Russian women, by the way, 
furnish additional evidence against 
the all-genius theory of the visiting 
players. They are admirably trained 
and competent artists, but few will 
count any of them more—except 
Mme. Knipper-Tchekhova. In the 
orchestra of the performance they 
fail not at all, yet they leave a less 
keen memory of -what they do. 
Another starless play supplies mat- 
ter of interest. In Mr. Brock Pem- 
berton’s recent production of Luigi 
Pirandello's “ Six rs in 
Search of an Author,” are more 
characters than in “ Will Shake- 
speare.” But there again, of three 
superlative. performances, two are 
given by women, one a tried and 
approved artist, Margaret Wycherly, 
the other not an inferior artist be- 
cause she is obviously young. Not 
less than Miss Wycherly, as the 
tragic mother, has Miss Florence El- 
dridge, as the resentful rebel of a 
daughter, got inside the skin of her 
part and into the spirit of the play, 
and not less adequately has she 
found the art to express with a sort 
of bursting and burning eagerness 
what she assumes.to be. More than 
anybody in.the piece, she. really 
seems to be a character that has got 
away from the author’s control. 
The whole play, by the way, is 
orchestrated quite measurably in the 
Russian fashion. Even the long 
speeches of the Father character, 
cannot be allowed to spoil that com- 
parison. Because the Russians also 
make long speeches. It is a Russian 
fashion which no director, not even 
a Stanislavsky,._ may dragoon into 
brevity.

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PONSORED by Kings, the‘ 
Bibliothéque Nationale of 
Paris, the richest and one of 
the oldest libraries in the 
world, imposes certain dic- 
tates upon a willing public. 
The formidable entrance is closed 
at 4 o’clock in the afternoon dur- 
jing the Winter months. The reader 
is excluded for two weeks at Easter 
time, when the shabby wardrobe of 
the one-time royal favorite is given 
a Spring cleaning. All but a limited 
section of the library is closed Sun- 
day. The most valuable collections 
may be seen only twice a week, and 
a permit is required for admittance 
to the Salle de Travail, which is the 
main reading room. 
So it is a persistent visitor who 
unearths all its treasure.

The streets leading to the Biblio- 
théque Nationale, aware of the im- 
portance of their luminary, abound 
in bookish atmosphere. There are 
overburdened book stalls on narrow 
sidewalks with unchallenged readers, 
\those browsers of whom the re- 
houned editor, E. Fiammarion, said, 
when they pilfered a volume_ occa- 
sionally, “‘ Their love of books is 
greater than their honesty.” There 
are bookbinders and_ stationery 
shops, boasting a touch of modern- 
ism in the display of the latest model 
of American typewriter. 

The great library, occupying an 
entire block on the Rue de Riche- 
lieu, is a seventeenth century build- 
ing which was once the Hotel of 
Cardinal Mazarin. 

To the usual expectancy with 
which a famed library is approached 
there was added a feeling of awe, as 
this American found the entrance 
oper and entered the spacious court- 
yard. Here portions of the original 
palace are distinguished by the 
varied and fine carving over the 
Renaissance windows. 

An entrance to the right revealed 
the Salle de Travail and the first 
glimpse of books. Here is a read- 
ing room to satisfy the eye, for it 
does not conceal its treasure. Of 
large proportions, this room is com- 
pletely circled by books. They rise, 
row on row, their colored bindings 
brightening the sombre walls, until 


| they blend into the trees and clouds § 


of a fresco high above. 

There are over 4,000,000 books in 

the library, and the majority, it 
- seems, are visible here. 

The Salle de Travail is well filled, 
from opening to closi time, with 
readers of every nationality, who are 
for the most part the very old or the 
very young. 

The black soutanes of priests are 
frequent, their religion submerging 
nationality in faces that resemble 
one another the world over: There 
are long-haired students, young Chi- 
nese and Japanese. Colored men 
pass, whose intelligent faces con- 
trast with the heavy-footed tread of 
the negro. A dapper young French 
naval officer, a rabbi in long al- 
paca coat, an aged woman, wearing 
two decorations, her face as yellow 
and wrinkled as the pages of the 
volume she held, these three sat el- 
bow to elbow. Day after day there 
are the same readers in the same 
places; indifferent to their neighbors, 
friendly to the volumes before them 
on the ink-spattered desks. As they

faces relax and then the beoks draw 
from them hidden and intimate 
traits. 

The constant sound of steps is 
heard as people pass through the 
centre aisle to the catalogue and 
administration desk, and old men, 
skull-capped, appear with armfuls 
of volumes, from profound deptha, 
and deliver them to readers at se- 
lected seats. 

Only the porcelain vendors’ cheer- 
ful piping penetrates the walls, 
whose thickness deadens the usual 
street noises. A bell tolls the.quar- 
ter hours in @ voice with the tim- 
bre of centuries. 

High windows facing north afford 
the light. which may not be supple- 
mented by artificial .means, so strict 
is the precaution taken against fire. 
As the dusk descends early in this

It. was some moments later that I 
asked Pirandello what he read. 
“Very little,’ he confessed. 
“‘ Philosophy mostly—Herodotus most 
of all.

and Barrie are always a delight."’ 

“Freud? * I ventured. 

* ‘Why should Italians read about 

* repressions and complexes? ” he par- 
ried, amiably. ‘* We repress noth- 
ing. Now, you Americans, that is 
another matter. I can see how you 
- ean find interest, and perhaps hene- 
fit, in these theories. But we Italians 
live more directly and simply in our 
emotions.” : 

We talked about the Pirandello 
plays abroad. He showed me clip- 
pings from New York newspapers 
and reviews welcoming *‘ Six Char- 
acters ""; comment from London and 
Paris, where other plays of. his are 
on the boards. 

““Your audiences are politer in 
America,’”’ he remarked. ‘* What 
would New York think of the way 
Venice last night treated my ‘ Man, 
Beast and Virtue’? Did you see— 
howled and fought, not because of 
the play itself, nor Pirandello him- 
self, but because Adriano Tilgher, 
ina recent article, praised me and 
made a slighting remark about their 
revered Goldoni. The Venetians can't 
let poor old Goldoni snore in his 
grave; they want to pull him into 
modern controversies."’ 

I smiled to think what gladiatorial 
rages the gentle little professor 
evokes. Italian audiences will. pre- 
serve a reverent silence at prize- 
fights or motorcycle races, but let 
a French tone-poem or an Italian 
work of temperament be presented 
and they will dissolve into the origi- 
nal chaos. .The success of a play in 
Italy is registered not so much in 
the reviews the next afternoon as in 
.the number of bloody noses incurred 
during its premiére. A play of-Piran- 
dello’s or of one of his admirers is 
sure within the first half hour to split 
the audience, from counts and cardi- 

* nals ‘to camieri and leather-stamp- 
ers, into warring factions, which 
loudly discuss the points of the play, 
hiss, engage in fist fights in the or- 
chestra, bawl from lege to.loge, and 
thus allow the. play to proceed. in 
the atmosphere of a community 
brawl. 

A successful piece is sure to pro- 
duce pandemonium. The society of 
young theatre-fans, which adequate- 
ly calls itself ‘‘The Pack of 
Jackals,” attends each premiére in

Pirandello is no more upset by 
these first nights than by the page- 
long. newspaper articles in which the 
best critical minds of Italy accuse 
him of having founded ‘* Ii Teatro 
Nuovo ” and tutored a whole school 
of young dramatists. These accusa- 
tions I now repeated trustfully. to 
trandello. 

With a little deprecating gesture 
he waved away disciples and school. 
Another gesture éxplained . plainly 
enough that what: the. world called 
a revolutionary art was simply his 
own ‘personality. He dramatizes 
what Hfe has already dramatized to 
him. 

‘* Imitate this if. you can,” his 
smile said. 

As if I needed more, he began 
reading to me from an article he 
was writing on ‘‘ The Old and New 
Theatre " to confound critics and all 
those dark men who furiously write 
Pirandellist. plays:

; Both of these civilizations are 
| strongly and strangely. influenced by 
jthe Egyptian. _Consequently,. these 
discoveries of the almost inexhausti- 
_ ble artistic treasures of the tomb of 
Tut-ankh-Amen offer to both schools 
of art in America a remarkable op- 
portunity for intelligent readaptatior 
and scholarly presentation of these 
resources in a usable way in the 
United States. 

“ Egyptian color, symbolic though 
it was, deals primarily-with ‘the ele- 
mental colars rather than with their 
subtieties..

been annexed the Hotel de Nevers, 
and commanded extensive altera- 
tions.

House, but the President avoided all po- 
litical conversation, When it,.came time 
for Page to return to London, he gained; 

only with great difficulty,’ an audience 
with the President, in which it appears 
that the two could not agree at’ all. 

The Ambassador was ‘‘ most deeply 
discouraged.’"” Up to this time there 
‘has been no: public&tion on the part of 
the’.Americans which -has so plainly 
shown Wilson’s feelings at,that stage. 
He spoke of his view ‘to mediate a 
“* peace without victory ’’. and in‘ that 
case, after his re-election, to. use his 
right of retaliation against England.
